RESOLUTION . 


TIE Secretary of State for India has brought to the notice of the Govern 
ment of India that it not infrequently happens that natives of India , students 
or others , who have proceeded to England , desire to obtain passports to 
enable them to travel to foreign countries in which the possession of a 
passport is necessary or desirable , and that difficulty often arises from want 
of evidence to show that the applicant is a British subject, and therefore 
entitled to a passport. Appeals for assistance are also frequently addressed 
to His Lordship by destitute Indians who desire to return to tbeir country 
and by students who , owing to einbarrassed circumstances , are unable to 


2. In order to enable the Secretary of State to deal with such cases 
satisfactorily , the Governor-General in Council has decided that it is 
necessary to press upon Indian students and others visiting England the 
desirability of providing tbemselves , before their departure from India , with 
an authoritative certificate of identity , in the form appended to this Resolu 
tion , signed by the head of the district (in a Presidency town , the Commis 
sioner of Police ) in the case of residents of British India and by the Political 
Officer in that of residents of Native States . For it student the certificato 
should be signed by the head of his last school or college and countersigned 
by the District Ufficer (in a Presidency Town , the Commissioner of Police ) 
or Political Officer , as the case may be.

EXECUTIVE ORDER . 


To provide Maritime Quarantine Regulations for the Canal Zone and the 
Harbours of the Cities of Punandi and Colon , Republic of Panana. 

Whereas the official opening of the Panama Canal will require a revision 
of the maritime quarantine regulations of the Canal Zoneand the harbours of 
the cities of Panama and Colon , Republic of Panama, and 

Whereas the Government of the United States and the authorities of the 
Canal Zone are authorised to establish such rules and regulations for the 
ports and harbours of said cities, by virtue of the second paragraph of 
Article VII of the Treaty between the United States and the Republic of 
Panama for the coustruction of the Isthmian Canal, signer November 18 , 
1903 , which paragraph reads, as follows : 

· The Republic of Panaina agrees that the cities of Panama and Colon 

shall comply in perpetuity with the sanitary ormances, whether of 
a preventive or curative character, prescribed by the United States 
and in case the Government of Panama is unable or fails in its 
duty to enforce this conpliance by the cities of Panama and Colon 
with the sanitary ordinances of the United States the Republic of 
Panama grants to the United States the right and authority to 

enforce the same ; 
and section f of the Executive Order of December 3 , 1904, known as the 
Taft Agreement mace between the Secretary of War of the United States and 
the Chief Executive of the Republic of Panama , which section reads, as 
follows : 

" Siction 6. - Tbis order also shall be inoperative unless the proper 

Governmental authorilies of the Republic of Panana shall graut 
power to the authorities of the Canal Zone to exercise immediate 
and complete jurisdiction in matters of sanitation and quarantine 

in the maritime waters of the ports of Panana and Colon ; " 
and Article I of Decree No. 66 of December 6 , 1904 , issued by the Presiilent 
of Panama, agreeably to said Executive Order, and published in the Official 
Gazette , No. 70 of 1904 , whicb article reads, as follows : 

" Article I. The authorities of the Canal Zone are einpowered to 

exercise frecly , immediate and complete jurisdiction ju all inatters 
of sanitation and quarantine in the water s of the ports of Panama 
and Colon . In consequence , the authorities of the Republic shall 
proceed in conformity with the provisions of this decree to the end 

that these may be strictly complied with . 
By virtue of the authority vested in mo and in conformity with the fore 
going treaty provision and the Executive Order and Presidential Decree 
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abovementioned , I hereby establish the following maritime quarantine 
regulations for the Canal Zone and for the harbours of the cities of Panama 
and Colon , Republic of Panama : 


BILLS OF HEALTI . 
Section 1. - Masters of vessels clearing from any foreign port or from any 
port in the possessions or other dependencies of the United States for a port 
in the Canal Zone or for the ports of Panama or Colon , Republic of Panama, 
must obtain an original bill of health in duplicate from the officer or officers 
authorised by the quarantine laws and regulations of the United States to 
sign such certificates for vessels entering the ports of the United States .

Section 3. - The master of a vessel entering the ports of the Canal Zone

Inspection of vessels from Foreign Ports and Ports in the Dependencies 

of the United States . 
Section 1 :-The officer issuing the bill of health shall satisfy himself, by 
inspection if necessary , that the conditions certified to therein are true, and is

authorized to withhold the bill of health or the supplemental bill of health 
until he is satisfied that the vessel, the passengers, the crow , and the cargo 
have complied with these regulations . 

Section 6.- Inspection is required of : 

(a ) All vessels from ports in which cholera , yellow fever or plague in 
men or idents prevails , or at wbich small- pox or typhus fover prevails in 
epidemic form , and at which a medical officer is detailed . 

(6 ) All vessels carrying steerage passengers ; but need only include the 
inspection of sach passengers and their living apartments, if sailing from a 
liealthful port . 

(c ) Inspection of the vessel is such an examination of the vessel, cargo , 
passengers, crew , personal effects of same, including examination of mani 
iests and other papers , food and water -supply , the ascertainment of its rela 
tions with the shore, the manner of loading and possibilities of invasion by 
rats and insects as will enable the inspecting officer to determine if these 
regulations have been coinplied with . 

(a ) When an inspection is required , it should be made by daylight, as 
late as practicable before sailing . The vessel should be inspected before the 
passengers go aboard , the passengers just before embarkation , and the crew 
on deck , and no communication should be had with the vessel after such 
inspection except by permission of the officer issuing the bill of health . 


GENERAL REQUIREMENTS . 
Section 6 .-- Vessels , prior to stowing cargo or receiving passengers, 
should be mechanically clean in all parts , especially the hold , forecastle , and 
steerage. 

Section 7.- Any portions of the vessel liable to have been infected by 
any communicable disease should be disinfected before the issuance of the 
bill of health , 

Section 8.- Street sweepings , city cleanings, or anything containing 
organic refuse should not be taken as ballast from any port. 

Section 9.- Bedding , aplolstered furniture, soiled wearing apparel, 
personal effects, and second - hand articles of a similar nature , coming from a 
district known to be infected with cholera , small-pox , typhus fever , or as to 
the origin of which no positive evidence can be obtained , and which the 
consular or medical officer has reason to believe are infected , should be dis 
infected prior to shipment. In the case of typhus tever, the destruction of 
vormin should be assured . Articles similar to the abovementioned , if from 
a district infected by plague should be inspected , and , if necessary , dis 
infected and treated to destroy vermin . 

Section 10.- Articles from an uninfected district shipped through an 
infected port may be accepted without restriction if not exposed to infection 
in transit . 

Section 11. – Any article shipped from or through an infected port or 
place, and which the consul or medical officer has reason to believe infected , 
should be clisinfected . 

Section 12.- Any article presumably infected , wbich cannot be dişin 
fected , should not be shipped . 

Section 13. - Passengers, for the purpose of these regulations , are divided 
into two classes, cabin and steerage . (a ) 

Section 14. ~ So far as possible passengers should avoid embarking at a 
port where quarantinable disease prevails, and communication between the 
vessel and the shore shonld be reduced to a mihimum . In such a port the 
personnel of the vessel should remain on board during their stay. 

Vessels carrying passengers from any port where quarantinable discase 
prevails in epidemic form should bave a medical officer . 


(a ) The qanitary measures applicable to second cabin passengers will be thore designated for first cabin passengers 
ol fou atrage passengers , according as the arrangements of their quarters and accommodation aboard , both sanitary and 
for absolation , class them in the opinion of the inspecting officer with the first cabin or steerage 
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Section 15. — No person suffering from a quarantinable disease, or scarlet 
ſever, measles, diphtheria , or other communicable disease , should be allowed 
to ship . 

Sectiori* 16.- All baggage of stecrage passengers destined for the Canal 
Zone, or the ports of Panama or Colon , Republic of Panama, should be 
labelled . If the baggage is in good sanitary condition , the label shall be a 
red label bearing the name of the port, the vessel on which the baggage is to 
be carried , the word “ Passecl ” in large type, the date of inspection , and the 
seal or stamp of the consular or medical officer of the United States. All 
baggage that has been disinfected shall bear a yellow label, upon which shall 
be printed the name of the port, the vessel upon which the baggage is to be 
carried , the word " Disinfected ” in large type, the date of disinfection , and 
the seal or stamp of the consular or medical officer of the United States . It 
is understood , and it will be so printed on the blank , that the label is not 
valid unless bearing the consular or medical officer s stamp or seal. 

Section 17.- Each steerage passenger shall be furnished with 
inspection card , as follows. This card , stamped by the consular or medical 
officer , is to be issued to every member of a family as well as to the head 
thereof, and shall be in the following forin :

carrying passengers, or articles suspected by the quarantine officer as being 
capable of conveying the infection of a transmissible disease . 
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Section 20. - The limits of anchorage of vessels awaiting inspection and of 
vessels undergoing quarantine , shall be fixed from time to time by the Chief 
Sanitary Officer of the Canal Zone . 

Section 21. - Every vessel subject to quarantine inspection shall be con 
sidered in quarantine until granted free pratique, and such vessels shall lly il 
yellow flag from the foremast bead from sumis- to sunset and shall observe 
all the other requirements of vessels actually quarantinel. 

Section 22. - The captain or master of a vessel in quarantine shall allow 
no communication with his vessel except as provided for in these regulations, 
nor sliall any water craft approach within 200 meters of any such vessel. 

Section 23. - No person or article shall be allowul to leave a vessel in 
quarantine without written authority from the quarantine officer . 

Section 24. « Towboats , or any veysel or boat having hall communication 
with a vessel in quarantine shall bo submitted , with their personnel, lo such 
measures of sanitation as tbe qua rantine officer may judge to be necessary . 

Section 25. - No person , except such officers of the port as are required to 
do so by the nature of their duties, and the agent of the vussal, if such agent 
has the consent of tbe quarantine officer , shall go aboard any vessel subject 
to quarantine until such vessel has been granted free pratique . Any person 
going aboard prior to the issuance of free pratique shall be subject to the 
saine restrictions as the personnel of the vessel if, in the opinion of the 
quarantine ollicer, this is necessary for the protection of the public health . 

Section 26. - The quarantine officer, after his inspection of the vessel and 
its documents , shall decide whether said vessel, or its personnel, or 
passengers, or any article aboard said vessel is liable to convey any of the 
following diseases : Plague, yellow fever, cholera , small -pox , typbus fever, 
or leprosy : and if so , such vessel shall be placed in quarantine and forbidden 
entry until the period of incubation of such discases is past, and he shall take 
such measures in respect to the vessel , its passengers or personnel or cargo 
an , in his jurigment, may be required to prevent the entry of such diseases 
into the Canal Zone or the cities of Panama or Colon , Republic of Panama . 

Section 27. - Passengers boarding vessels from poits subject to quarantine 
will be required , in the discretion of the Chief Sanitary Officer of the Canal 
Zone, to present personal certificates from the officer authorized by these 
regulations to sign bills of health , certifying to their sanitary history and 
condition , provided due notice has been issued to the agents of the steamship 
companies on the Isthmus of Panama. 

Sction 28. - Every case of sickness aboard any vessel in the harbour 
shall be immediately reported by the master of the vessel to the quarantine 
officer , who shall see the case and take such sanitary measures as inay be 
necessary 

Section 29 .-- The Chief Quarantine Officer shall have charge of the 
sanitation of the harbours and vessels lying therein and shall see that such 
measures are enforced as are necessary for the proper lygiene of vessels , 
their cargoes , and their personnel, whether in port ou en route , and to 
prevent the vessels from being a source of danger to other vessels or to the 
port, and he is authorized to certify bills of health to vessels clearing from 
ports under his jurisdiction , setting forth in such bill of health the conditions 
of the port , vessel, cargo, passengers and crew ; and is authorized at the 
request of the master of any vessel to disinfect and otherwise place such 
vessel in a sanitary condition so that it may leave the port in freo pratique 
and be able to make entry at the port of destination without further disin 
fection or detention in quarantine. 

Section 30.-- The quarantine officer shall make sach charges for the 
disinfection of vessels and their cargoos , and for the transportation aud 
subsistence of passengers while in quarantine as may be fixed from time to 
time by the Governor of the Canal Zone. 

Section 31. - A certificate from the quarantine ofilicer that a vessel has 
-complied with all the quarantine regulations shall be required of every vessel 

subject to inspection , as a pre- requ site for customs entry or passage through 
the Canal.

Section 32. — Quarantine stations shall be established and maintained at 
such places as may be deciderl upon by the Chief Sanitary Officer of the Canal 
Zone , with the approval of the Governor . 

Persons detained in quarantine under these regulations shall not be per 
mitted to go outside the limits of the quarantine station until discharged 
therefrom by the quarantine officer and iſ any such person shall leave the 
quarantine station without being duly discharged therefrom he may be taken 
into custody by the quarantine officers wherever found and returned to the 
quarantine station and , in addition , he may be punished as hereinafter 
described . 

No person except the Chief Sanitary Officer of the Panama Canal or his 
representative , the quarantine officers and employés and personnel of the 
station shall be permitted to enter in or upon a quarantine station without 
permission from the Chief Sanitary Officer or the Chief Quawntine Officer of 
the Panama Canal. 

Section 33.- The Governor of the Panama Canal may establish from time 
to time such rules and regulations as he may deem necessary to execute this 
order . 

Section 31. Any person violating any of the provisions of these regula 
tions shall be punished by a fine not exceeding $ 530 , or by imprisonment in 
jail not exceeding 90 days, or both , at the discretion of the court. 

Section 35. — The medical oflicery of the Canal Zone, daly clothed with 
authority to act as quarantine officers at any port or place within the Canal 
Zone and the ports of the citis of Panama and Colon , Republic of Panama, 
and when performing the said duties, are hereby luthorized to administer 
oathis and take declarations thereunder in matters relating to the adminis 
tration of the quarantine laws and regulations of the Canal Zone Government. 

Section 36. - These regulations shall take effect from and after the date 
upon which the Panaina Canal is officially and formally opened for use and 
operation , by proclamation of the President of the United States .

DRAFT RULES FOR THE MAGRA HÂT CHANNELS. 


1. Every vessel entering or making use of the Magra Hat channels 
shall be liable to measurement for the purpose of ascertaining the tolls 
payable. Ip case of any reasonable doubt. the persons appointed by the 
Governor in Council as Collectors of Tolls or Navigation Canal Officers 
shall have authority to again measure a vessel notwithstanding that it 
was measured before . 

2. Vessels for the purpose of the deternination of maundage shall be 
divided into three classes as follows : 

Class 1. - 10 include all vessels of the usual native types of build 
known as saltees, but not bonâ fide tal (or palm -tree ) dongus and not 
exceeding 50 mannds by canal measurement . 

Class II. - To include all other vessels of usual native types of build or 
cutters , 

Class III.-- To include all steamers, flats , barges and other square- built 
boats . 

The net maundage of every vessel, whether laden or empty , shall , 
for the purposes of the Canals Act, 1861, and of these rules be determined 
by the following measurements : 


CLASS I. 
A. - The product of one - quarter the inside length of the vessel, 
nieasu recl along the centre Jine from stem to stern , multiplied by 
the interior greatest breadth of the vessel inultiplied by three - quarters 
of the depth , measured from the top of the vessel amidsbips to the 
interior bottom of the vessel is to be taken as equal to the number of 
maunds upon which toll shall be levied . 

B.- The measurement of the length to be made in feet. rejecting inches, 
and of the breadth and depth in feet and quarters of a foot , rejecting any 
remainder of less than a quarter of a foot . 

0.- Any vessel the maundage of which calculated as above exceels 50 
maunds shall be reckoned as a vessel under cla s II . 


CLASS II. 
A. The product of one- quarter the length of the vessel from stem 
to stern meastired outside and along the water line, multiplied by the 
greatest interior breadth of the vessel multiplied by the greatest interior 
depth froin the water line to the interior bottom of ihe vessel, is to 
be taken as equal to the number of maunds upon which tolls shall be 
levied . 

B .-- The measurement of the leugth is to be made in feet, rejecting 
inches, the measurement of the breadlh and depth is to be made in 
feet and quarters of a foot, rejecting any remainder less than a quarter of a 
foot. 
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C. - The maundage on which the amount of toll is calculated shall 
be reckoned to the nearest integral multiple of 12 maunds , rejecting 
any remainder of less than 124 inaunds. In the case of boats exceed 
ing 500 manncs by measurement the mundage shall be reckoned to 
the nearest integral multiple of 30 maundy rejecting any remainder of 
less than 50 maunds. 

CLASS III . 
4. - For vessels of class III , the number of maunds obtained by 
the system of measurement prescribed lor vessels of class II shall be 
increasel by one-hall. For Vessels of this class exceeding 1,000 maunds 
by measurement, the inaundage shall be reckonel to the nearest integral 
inultiple of 100 maundy rejecting any remainder of less than 100 maunds. 
In the case of steamers, the maundage letermined i1s itbove shall be reduced 
by one -third as an allowance for engine space. 

B.- In case of steamers that have been surveved inder the Inland 
Steam - vessels Act, 1884 , the registered tonnage entered in the certificate 
may be accepted as the tonnage of the steamer in lieu of meisurement. 

3. All vessels under class I , known and defined as saltees . will be 
charged under a system of compounded tollage in accordance with rules 
contained in Appendix A. 

4. Every vessel included in classes II and I [ entering or passing along 
the canal shall be furnished with a ticket on paying the prescribed toll . The 
ticket shall specify the station at which it has been issued , the name of the 
person in charge of the vessel, the date on which the voyage commenced , the 
point to which the vessel inay proceed on the line of navigation , the 
maundage of the vessel, the amount of toll charged , the number of days 
allowerl for the voyage , and the dite of such last day . The number of 
days so allowed without additional payment shall be calculated as follows : 

Boats. One day for every eightmiles or portion of eighi miles, to be 
Traversed together with one day for every 100 maunds of measurement or part 
of 100 mannds . 

Floats ( tiber ).- One day for every five miles for any number of 
timbers not exceeding fifty , and one chalý fur every additional fifty or part 
of fifty . 

Rifts (bamboos ).-One day for every five miles for any number 
not exceeding tive hundred anl one day for every alditional five hundred or 
part of five hundred . 

5. Every vessel which does not complete its voyage within the number 
of days allowed by rule 4 shall, for each day or part of a day in 
excess , be liable to extra charge equal to one -half of the toll 
payable on the maundage of the vessel as per the Schedule of Rates 
in Appendix B , provided that in no case shall the demarrage charged 
exceed Rs. 5 per diem . The Saperintending Engineer may , at 

his 
discretion , exempt any boats on any line of navigation , or any portion of 
line of navigation from the payment required by this rale . 

Exemption from payment of demarrage may , at the discretion of the 
Collector of Tolls, be grautecl for vessels detained in the channels (steamers 
broken down and boats damaged ) by stress of weather , should immediate 
notice of detention , for the information of the Collector of Tolls , Magra Hât 
channels , be given to the nearest toll -station . 

6. All tolls are payable on (lemand and shall be pålick at the toll 
station before a vessel is permitted to proceed : Provided that the Collector 
of Tolls may , at his ( liscretion , permit vessels belonging to individuals or 
firm of recognisecl standing to proceel without prepayment on an ander 
taking that the bills for tollage dize shall be liquidated monthly on 
presentation . 

7. The ticket must be kept on boarl the vessel aud must be produced 
for inspection when demanded by any person authorised to do so . If, 
on demand), the ticket is 1400 produced , such persou shall assess the tollage 
as provided in rule 2 , and shall require payment of toll , and unless and 
until the toll is paid , or the original ticket or a duplicate is produced as 
evidence that toll bas already been puid , the vessel will be liable to seizure 
and detention in accordance with the provisions of section 9 of the Canals 
Act, 1864 . 

8. Daplicates of lost tickets , of which the numbers and clates can be 
satisfactorily established , will be granted by the Collector of Tolls on 
payment of a sum of Re . 1. Provided that for tickets on which the 


. 
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total tollage is less than Rs. 4. the fer to be charged for a duplicate 
shall be one - quarter of the total tollage with a minimum of As. H. 

9. A vessel, which has been detained under these rules or under section 
9 of the said Act, may not be removed from the canal without the order of 
the Collector of Tolls until the toll due has been paid . During such 
detention tbe manjhi, owner or agent must make arrangements for the safety 
of the vessel and cargo . 

10. All vessels , whether the property of Govern munt or of private 
owners ,are liable for tull, except those exempted by the provisions of Pungul 
Government Circular No. 11., dated the 11th July 1906 . 

11. Vessels may be haaleil up for repairs on the banks of the canals 
with the previous written permission of the Supervisor or Navigation 
Canal Officer . A l ent calculated at one- sixth the rate of ordinary demurrage 
will be charged for the time the vessel occupies the bank . 

12 At places where mooring posts have been provided by the Super 
visor or Navigation Canal Officer , vessels desiring to moor shall be made fast 
in single line along the banks to such posts in stich minner as the Super 
visor or Navigation Canal Officer ay direct , and shall not be inoored in any 
other manner . 

13. The Supervisor or Navigation Canal Officer may , by written notice 
to be posted at the toll offices, probibit the dropping of anchors or the 
putting up of bamboos or luggees in any specified part of the canals or on 
the banks . 

14. Vessels shall be allowed to make fast in single line along the canal 
banks in such manner as may be directed by the Supervisor or Navigation 
Canal Officer from time to time, and no boat shall be marle fast or be placed 
outside of boats so secured . No boat or raft shall be placed in such i 
position as to endanger the safety or obstruct the passage of other boats . 
Every vessel, when stationary , shall be securely fastened , and shall at all 
times have somo person in attendance on board . Every vessel in motion 
shall have a sufficient crew . 

15. Vessels passing through the canals shall keep in separate lines , 
empty boats keeping close to the bank , and tpose that are laden in the 
centre . 

16. In portions of the canals where only one towing -path exists , 
Vessels shall moor on the side opposite to the towing - path , and the toping 
path side sball always be kept clear . 

17. Iron -built cargo boats, with outside angle iron projecting beyond 
the wooden fenders, will not be allowed to enter the locks unless permanent 
fenders are fixed over the edges of the angle iron so as to prevent them from 
causing damage to the locks . 

18. No fire, or open , unprotected light of any clescription shall be used 
on boats containing petroleum , jute , hay or straw in any place probibited 
by the Navigation Canal Officer or Supervisor , and no fire, or open , or 
unprotected light (except in the case of steamers, the galley and engine 
room fires and the electric light) shall be used on any vessel while in a lock 
basin . 

19. No person shall wilfully or negligently allow a vessel to sink in 
the canals . 

20. In every case of a sunken vessel , whether due to negligence or 
otherwise , the Supervisor or Navigation Canal Officer and his subordinates 
shall offer every assistance in removing the same . 

lf in three days after the occurrence of a wreck it is seen that prompt 
measures are not being taken by the owner to remove the sunken vessel 
from the line of navigation , the Supervisor or Navigation Canal Officer and 
his subordinates shall make their own arrangements for the removal of the 
same at the expense of the owner, provided that, in cases where navigation 
is seriously obstructed , arrangements may be made at once to remove the 
wreck , 

21. When a sanken vessel bas been recovered , the Supervisor or 
Navigation Canal Officer shall cause notices to be posted at the locks , toll 
offices or other prominent places calling on those concerned to pay to the 
Collector of Tolls all toll or demurrage which may be due , as well as the 
expenses incurred in the recovery of the vessel and cargo . Should the sum 
due be not paid within fifteen days of the date of notice , the vessel and its 
furniture , or so much of it as may be necessary for the recovery of the dues , 
will be sold under the procedure directed in section 9 of the Capáls Act, 1864.

22. The purchaser of a vessel sold under the provisions of section 9 
of the said Act shall have the right to take it out of the canal on the day of 
purchase , or within such time as may be allowel by the Collector of Tolls , , 
without payment of tolls . 

23. When any lalen vessel which has sunk has been recovered , or 
when any laden veysel has been seired under the provisions of the said Act 
or of these rules , the Supervisor or Navigation Canal Officer shall give imme 
diate notice of the recovery or seizure to the owner of the Cargo or his agent, 
requiring the l emoval of the cargo without delay and informing him that 
he will be required to pay all expenses necessary for the proper custody and 
storage of the caryo until removed . 

21. If the Supervisor or Navigation Canal Officer be unable to ascertain 
the name and place of business or the abode of the owner of the cirgo of 
such vessel, the notice prescribed in rule 21 shall be etlected by a notice 
exhibited in his office and by advertisement in at least one , English and one 
vernacular Calcutta newspaper . 

25. No steam - vessel, whose length exceeds thirty feet, sball ply in the 
Migra Hât channels except in the following :-Diamond Harbour creek , Usti 
Nainan outfall , Nazra kbal, Sangrampur khal up to Sangrampur bridge , 
and the Surjipur outer khal up to the Surjipur bridge . 

26. Liyhts and Si inals. - All vessels , whether travelling or moored in 
the Magra Hât channels, must , between sunset and sunrise , carry a white 
light in a lautern on the forepart of the vessel where it can be distinctly seen 
from all sides . All steam - vessels in motion shall carry the lights prescribed 
by the Board of Trade Regulations. Barges or boats attached to a steam 
vessel, whether in motion or moored shall carry the light prescribed above . 

27. Speed of vessels .-- Every vessel plying in the Magra Hât channels 
must, between sunset and sunrise, limit her speed to three miles per hour. 
No steam - vessels shall ply between sunset and sunrise in channels detailed ! 
in rule 25 . 

28. No vessel shall remain in the outer entrance channels of the locks 
at Diamond Harbour and Uttarbhag nor in the inner lock channel and 
diversion channel of the Diamond Harbour lock and sluice , nor in the 
approach channels to any sluice . A board will be put up limiting the 
portion of the channels in which boats are not permitted to moor . 

29. The places at which boats cannot be loaded or unloaded will be 
fixed by the Superintending Engineer . South -Western Circle , auct will be 
demarcated with suitable posts and notice boards. 

30. For any contravention of rules 10 , 14 , 15 , 16 , 17 , 19 , 20 , 26 , 27 and 
28 , the person in charge of the vessel or other person in fault sball, on 
conviction before a Magistrate, be liable to a fine not exceeding Rs. 50 for 
any one infringement, or Rs. 5 a day for any continuing infringement. 

31. The channels may be closed , whenever necessary , for effecting the 
necessary repairs to them on one month s notice of the intention so to close 
them being given ; but, in the event of any suddeu emergency, the channels 
may be closed at any time without prior notice , and no claim in such cases 
by owners of vessels or others for compensation on account of detention or 
otherwise shall be entertained . 

32. The term “ Navigation Canal Officer, ” as used in these rules , shall 
include all persons appointed to collect tolls under sections of the Canals 
Act, 1864 , and all Public Works officer s or subordinates in charge of the 
channel, not below the grade of Sub- Overseer . 

33. No vessel whose beain exceeds 19 feet will be permitted to enter 
the channels through the Diamond Harbour lock . The same prohibition 
will apply in the case of the Uttarbhag lock to all vessels exceeding 14 feet 
beam . 

34 . Any vessel which enters the channels through the Diamond 
Harbour lock for the purpose of taking refuge during stormy weather will 
be charged a nominal Joll of As. 8 per boat, provided the vessel leaves the 
channel again as soon as the weather conditions permit, and does not load 
or unload cargo inside the channel . All vessels seeking refuge under 
this rule must anchor in the creek close to the toll - collector s office and 
will not be permitted to proceed up the creek without paying the usual tolls . 

35 . Any vessel entering the channels through the Diamond Harbour 
lock and proceeding to load or unload at the Diamond Harbour station 
only will be charged tollage at the rate of As. 2 per 100 inaunds to 
include the retarn journey . Should such boats proceed up the creek , they 
will be charged the ordinary tolls .

Rulme vor licensing and resistration of saltees or l essels under class I. 

1. A- provider for ander jule 3 , 10 vessel coming under class. I, rule 2 , 
shall ply , whether regulaily or only occasionally in , or partly within 
and partly without the limits of, the Magla Hat channels unless licensed 
and registered by the Collector of Tolls of the Magra Hât chanuels . 

2. Every owner of a vessel or his agent or manjhi shall apply to the 
Collector of Tolls , Magra Hât channels, for licensing anil registration , giving 
the owner s nameand residence or those of luis age.it caly authorised to 
act for him . 

3. Every license granted under these rules shall continue in force 
for either six months or one year from the date of issue . 

4. l he license is not transferable , and if the ownership or manjhi or 
both of the vessel be changed , notice of the transfer must be given to the 
Collector of Tolls of Magra Hât channels , who will endorse the change of 
ownership on the certificate and register free of charge . 

5. The license certificate granted for a vessel should contain the regis 
tered number of the vessel, owner s name and residence , name ofmanjhi, 
the maundage measurements , amount of compounded tollage and the dates 
of issue and expiry and shall be kept on board . It shall be produced , when 
required , by a Navigation Canal Officer and shall be delivered up on the 
expiration of the license . 

6. The charge for the issue of a duplicate license to vessels in lieu of 
those defaced or lost is Re . 1 . 

7. The registered number of every licensed vessel shall be engraved , or 
brandel, as well as painted in figures easily discernible on both sides of the 
vessel for which a charge of Re. I will be madle . Teebs figures shall be 
legibly maintained during the period of the license . 

8. On the expiration of the license the manjhi shall deliver up his 
ticket to the toll collector at the station from which it was issued . 

9. No person in charge of any licensed vessel plying within the limits 
of ihe Magra Hât channels shall use or have any ticket resembling those 
granted under the anthority of these rules. 

Every renewal of a license shall , unless the Navigation Canal 
Officer considers it unnecessary , involve the issue of a fresh license 
certificate without alteration in the registered number of the vessel. 

11. Every vessel under class I, found plying in the channels without 
being licensed and registered shall be charged a ( lemurrage rate of Rs. 3 
for every such offence, providerl that such vessel is not proceeding to the 
nearest toll station for the purpose ofobtaining a license and being registered

DRAFT RULES FOR THE MAGRA HÂT CHANNELS. 


1. Every vessel entering or making use of the Magra Hât channels 
shall be liable to measurement for the purpose of ascertaining the tolls 
payable . In case of any reasonable doubt. the persons appointed by the 
Governor in Council as Collectors of Tolls or Navigation Canal Officers 
shall have authority to again measure a vessel notwithstanding that it 
was measured before . 

2. Vessels for the purpose of the determination of maundage shall be 
divided into three classes as follows 

Class I.- To include all vessels of the usual native types of build 
known as saltees. but not bona fide tal (or palm -tree ) dongas and not 
exceeding 50 maunds by canal ineasurement. 

Class II .- To include all other vessels of usual native types of build or 
cutters . 

Class III. - To include all steamers , flats, barges and other square -built 
boats . 

The net maundage of every vessel , whether laden or empty , shall, 
for the purposes of the Canals Act, 1864 , and of these rules be cletermined 
by the following measurements : 


CLASS I. 
A.- The product of one-quarter the inside length of the vessel, 
measured along the centre line from stem to stern , multiplied by 
the interior greatest breadth of the vessel multiplied by three- quarters 
of the depth , measured from the top of the vessel amidships to the 
interior bottom of the vessel is to be taken as equal to the number of 
maunds upon which toll shall be levied . 

B. - The ineasurement of the length to be made iu feet . rejecting inches , 
and of the breadth and depth in feet and quarters of a foot, rejecting any 
remainder of less than a quarter of a foot. 

C.- Any vessel the maundage of which calculated as above exceeds 50 
maunds shall be reckoned as a vessel under class II . 


CLASS II . 
A. The product of one- quarter the length of the vessel from stem 
to stern measured outside and along the water line , multiplied by the 
greatest interior breadth of the vessel multiplied by the greatest interior 
depth from the water line to the interior bottom of the vessel, is to 
be taken as equal to the number of maunds upon whtch tolls shall be 
levied . 

B .-- The measurement of the length is to be made in feet, rejecting 
inches , the measurement of the breadth and depth is to be made in 
feet and quarters of a foot, rejecting any remainder less than a quarter of a 
foot . 
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C. - The maundage on which the amount of toll is calculated shall 
be reckoned to the nearest integral multiple of 124 maunds, rejecting 
any remainder of less than 12 maunds. In the case of boats exceed 
ing 500 maunds by measarement the maundage shall be repkoned to 
the nearest integral multiple of 50 maunds rejecting any remainder of 
less than 50 maunds. 

CLASS III. 
A. - For vessels of class III, the number of maunds obtained by 
the system of measurement prescribed for vessels of class II shall be 
increased , by one- half. For vessels of this class exceeding 1,000 maunds 
by measurement, the maundage shall be reckoned to the nearest integral 
multiple of 100 maunds rejecting any remainder of less than 100 maunds. 
In the case of steamers , the maundage determined as above shall be reduced 
by one -third as an allowance for engine space. 

B -- In case of steamers that have been surveyed under the Inland 
Steam - vessels Act, 1884 , the registered tonnage entered in the certificate 
may be accepted as the tonnage of the steamer in lieu of measurement. 

3. All vessels under class I, known and defined as saltees, will be 
charged under a system of compounded tollage in accordance with rules 
contained in Appendix A. 

4. Every vessel included in classes Il and II [ entering or passing along 
the canal shall be furnished with a ticket on paying the prescribed tolì . The 
ticket shall specify the station at which it has been issued , the name of the 
person in charge of the vessel, the date on which the voyage commencerl, the 
point to which the vessel may proceed on the line of navigation , the 
maundage of the vessel, the amount of toll charged , the number of days 
allowed for the voyage, and the ante of such last day . The number of 
days so allowed without additional payment shall be calculated as follows : 

Boats .- One day for every eightmiles or portion of eight miles, to be 
traversed together with one day for every 100 maunds of measurement or part 
of 100 inaunds . 

Floats (timber ). One day for every five miles for any number of 
timbers not exceeding fifty , and one day for every additional fifty or part 
of fifty . 

Rifts (bamboos).- One day for every ive miles for any number 
not exceeding five hundred and one day for every additional five hundred or 
part of five hundred . 

5. Every vessel which does not complete its voyage within the number 
of days allowed by rule 4 shall , for each day or part of a day in 
excess , be liable to 

an extra charge equal to one -half of the toll 
payable on the maundage of the vessel as per the Schedule of Rates 
in Appendix B , provided that in no case shall the demarrage charged 
exceed Rs. 5 per diem . The Superintending Engineer may, at bis 
discretion , exempt any boats on any line of navigation , or any portion of 
line of navigation from the payment required by this rule . 

Exemption from payment of demurrage may , at the discretion of the 
Collector of Tolls , be granted for vessels detained in the channels (steamers 
broken down and boats damaged ) by stress of weather , should immediate 
notice of detention , for the information of the Collector of Tolls, Magra Hat 
channels , be given to the nearest toll- station . 

6. All lolls are payable on demand and shall be paid at the toll 
station before a vessel is permitted to proceed : Provided that the Collector 
of Tolls may , at his discretion , permit vessels belonging to individuals or 
firm . of recognised standing to proceed without prepayment on an under 
taking that the bills for tollage due shall be liquidated monthly on 
presentation . 

7. The ticket must be kept on board the vessel and must be produced 
for inspection wlien demanded by any person authorised to do so . If , 
on demand , the ticket is not produced , such person shall assess the tollage 
as provided in rale . 2 , and shall require payment of toll, and unless and 
until the toll is paid , or the original ticket or a duplicate is produced as 
evidence that toll has alreally been paid , the vessel will be liable to seizure 
and detention in accordance with the provisions of section 9 of the Canals 
Act , 1864. 

8. Duplicates of lost tickets, of which the numbers and dates can be 
satisfactorily established , will be granted by the Collector of Tolls on 
payment of a sum of Re . 1. Provided that for tickets out which the 
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total tollage is less than Rs. 4. the fee to be charged for a duplicate 
shall be one- quarter of the total tollage with a minimum of As. f . 

9. A vessel, which has been detained under these rules or under section 
9 of the said Act, may not be removed from the canal without the order of 
the Collector of Tolls until the toll due las been paid . During such 
detention the manjhi, owner or agent must make arrangements for the safety 
of the vessel and cargo . 

10. All vessels , whether the property of Government or of private 
owners , are liable for tull, except those exeinpted by the provisions of Bengal 
Government Circular No. 11., dated the 11th July 1906 . 

11. Vessels may be hauled up for repairs on the banks of the canals 
with the previous written permission of the Supervisor or Navigation 
Canal Officer . A rent calculated at one-sixth the rate of ordinary demarrage 
will be charged for the time the vessel occupies the bank . 

12 At places where mooring posts have been provided by the Super 
visor or Navigation Canal Officer, vessels desiring to moor shall be made fast 
in single line along the banks to such posts in sich manner as the Super 
visor or Navigation Canal Officer may direct, and shall not be moored in any 
other inanner . 

13. The Supervisor or Navigation Canal Officer may , by written notice 
to be posted at the toll offices, prohibit the dropping of anchors or the 
putting up of bamboos or luggees in any specified part of the canals or on 
the banks , 

11. Vessels shall be allowed to make fast in single line along the canal 
banks in such manner as may be directed by the Supervisor or Navigation 
Canal Officer from time to time, and no boat shall be made fast or be placed 
outside of boats so secured . No boat or laſt shall be place in such it 
position is to endanger the safety or obstract the passage of other boats . 
Every vessel, when stationary , shall be securely fastened , and shall at all 
times have some person in attendance on board . Every vessel in motion 
shall have a sufficient crew . 

15. Vessels passing uhrough the canals shall keep in separate lines , 
empty boats keeping close to the bank , and tbose that are laden in the 
centre . 

16. In portions of the canals where only one towing- path exists , 
vessels shall moor on the side opposite to the towing path , and the towing 
path side shall always be kept clear. 

17. Iron -built cargo boats, with outside angle iron projecting beyond . 
the wooden fenders, will not be allowed to enter the locks unless permanent 
fenders are fixed over the edges of the angle iron so as to prevent them from 
causing damage to the locks . 

18. No fire, or open , unprotected light of any description shall be used 
on boats containing petroleum , jute , bay or straw in any place prohibited 
by the Navigation Canal Officer or Supervisor , and no fire , or open , or 
unprotected light (except in the case of steainers , the galley and engine 
room fires and the electric light) shall be used on any vessel while in a lock 
basin , 

19. No person shall wilfally or negligently allow a vessel to sink in 
the canals . 

20. In every case of a sunken vessel, whether due to negligence or 
otherwise , the Supervisor or Navigation Canal Officer and his subordinates 
shall offer every assistance in removing the saine. 

If in three days after the occurrence of a wreck it is seen that prompt 
measures are not being taken by the owner to remove the sunken vessel 
from the line of navigation , the Supervisor or Navigation Canal Officer and 
his subordinates shall make their own arrangements for the removal of the 
same at the expense of the owner, providel that, in cases where navigation 
is seriously obstructed , arrangements may be made at once to remove the 
wreck . 

21. When a sanken vessel has been recovered , the Supervisor or 
Navigation Canal Officer sball cause notices to be posted at the locks , toll 
offices or other prominent places calling on those concerned to pay to the 
Collector of Tolls all toll or clemurrage which may be due, as well as the . 
expenses incurrerl in the l ecovery of the vessel and cargo . Should the sum 
due be not paid within fifteen days of the date of notice , the vessel and its 
furniture , or so much of it as may be necessary for the recovery of the dues , 
will be sold under the procedure directed in section 9 of the Canals Act, 1864.

22. The purchaser of a vessel sold under the provisions of section 9 
of the said Act shall have the right to take it out of the canal on the day of 
purchase , or within such time as may be allowed by the Collector of Tolls , 
without payment of tolls . 

23. When any laden vessel which has sank has bien recovered , or 
when ang lalen vessel has been sei ed under the provisions of the said Act 
or of these rules , the Supervisor or Navigation Canal Officer shall give imme 
diate iñotice of the recovery or seizure to the owner of the cargo or his agent, 
iequiring the l einoval of the cargo without delay and informing him that 
he will be required to pay all expenses necessary for the proper custody and 
storage of the cargo until removed . 

21 .. If the Supervisor or Navigation Canal Officer be unable to ascertain 
the name and place of business or the abode of the owner of the c !rgo of 
such vessel, the notice prescribed in rale 21 shall be effected by it notice 
exhibited in his office and by advertisement in at least one English and one 
vernacular Calcutta newspaper . 

25. No steam - vessel, whose length exceuds thirty feet, shall ply in the 
Magra Hât channels except in the following : Diamond Harbour creek , Usti 
Nainan outfall , Nazra khal, Sangrampur khal up to Sangrampur bridge , 
and the Sarjipar outer khal up to the Surjipur bridge . 

26. Lights anil Simals. - All vessels , whether travelling or moored in 
the Magra Hât channels , inust, between sunset and sunrise , carry a white 
light in a lantern on the forepart of the vessel where it can be distinctly seen 
from all sides . All steam - vessels in notion shall carry the lights prescribed 
by the Board of Trade Regulations . Barges or boats attached to a steam 
vessel, whether in motion or moored , shall carry the light prescribed above . 

27. Speerl of vessels .-- Every vessel plying in the Magra Hal channels 
must, between sunset and sunrise, limit her speed to three miles per hour . 
No steam - vessels shall ply between sanset and sunrise in channels detailed 
in rule 25 . 

28. No vessel shall remain in the outer entrance channels of the locks 
at Diamond Harbour and Uttarbhag nor in the inner lock channel and 
(liversion channel of the Diamond Harbour lock and sluice , nor in the 
approach channels to any sluice . A board will be put ap limiting the 
portion of the channels in which boats are not permitted to moor . 

29. The places at which boats cannot be loaded or unloaded will be 
fixed by the Superintending Engineer. South -Western Circle , and will be 
demarcated with suitable posts and notice boards . 

30. For any contravention of rules 10 , 14 , 15 , 16 , 17, 19 , 20 , 26 , 27 and 
28 , the person in charge of the vessel or other person in fault shall, on 
conviction before a Magistrate , be liable to a fine not exceeding Rs. 50 for 
any one infringement. or Rs. 5 a day for any continuing infringement. 

31. The channels may be closed . whenever necessary , for effecting the 
necessary l epairs to them on one month s notice of the intention so to close 
thein being given ; bat, in the event of any sudden einergency , the channels 
may be closed at any time without prior notice, and no clain in such cases 
by owners of vessels or others for compensation on account of detention or 
otherwise shall be entertained . 

32. The term “ Navigation Canal Officer, " as used in these rules , shall 
include all persons appointed to collect tolls under section 8 of the Canals 
Act, 1864 , and all Public Works officers or subordinates in charge of the 
channel, not below the grade of Sub -Overseer . 

33. No vessel whose beain exceeds 19 feet will be permitted to enter 
the channels through the Diamond Harbour lock . The same prohibition 
will apply in the case of the Uttarbhag lock to all vessels exceeding 14 feet 
beam . 

34. Any vessel which enters the channels through the Diamond 
Harbour lock for the purpose of taking refuge during stormy weather will 
be charged a nominal toll of As. 8 per boat, provided the vessel leaves the 
channel agaiu as soon as the weather conditions permit , and does not load 
or unload cargo inside the channel. All vessels seeking refuge under 
this rule must anchor in the creek close to the toll-collector s office and 
will not be permitted to proceed up the creek without paying the usual tolls . 

35. Any vessel entering the channels through the Diamond Harbour 
* lock and proceeding to load or upload at the Diamnond Harbour station 
only will be charged tollage at the rate of As. 2 per 100 maunds to 
include the return journey . Should such boats proceed up the creek , they 
will be charged the ordinary tolls . 
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APPENDIX A. 
Rules for licensing and registration of saltees or vessels under class I. 

1. As provided for under rule 3 , 110 vessel coming under class I, rule 2, 
shall ply , whether regularly or only occasionally in , or partly within 
and partly without the limits of, the Magra Hat channels unless licensed 
and registered by the Collector of Tolls of the Magra Hât channels . 

2. Every owner of a vessel or his agent or inanjhi shall apply to the 
Collector of Tolls , Magra Hât channels, for licensing and registration , giving 
the owner s nameand residence or those of his agent duly authorised to 
act for him . 

3. Every license granted under these rules shall continue in force 
for either six months or one year from the date of issue . 

4. The license is not transferable, and if the ownership or inanjhi or 
both of the vessel be changed , notice of the transfer must be given to the 
Collector of Tolls of Magra Hat channels, who will endorse the change of 
ownership on the certificate and register free of charge . 

5. The license certificate grauted for a vessel should contain the regis 
tered number of the vessel, owner s name and residence, name of manjhi, 
the maundage measurements , amount of compounded tollage and the dates 
of issue and expiry and shall be kept on board . It shall be produced , when 
required , by a Navigation Canal Officer and sliall be delivered up on the 
expiration of the license . 

6. The charge for the issue of a daplicate license to vessels in lieu of 
those defaced or lost is Re. 1. 

7. The registered number of every licensed vessel shall be engraved , or 
branded , as well as painted in figures easily discernible on both sides of the 
vessel for which a charge of Re. 1 will be made. Teehs figures shall be 
legibly maintained during the period of the license . 

8. On the expiration of the license the manjhi shall deliver up his 
ticket to the toll collector at the station from which it was issued . 

9. No person in charge of any licensed vessel plying within the limits 
of che Magra Hat channels shall use or have any ticket resembling those 
granted under the authority of these rules . 

10. Every renewal of a license shall, uoless the Navigation Canal 
Officer considers it unnecessary , involve the issue of a fresh license 
certificate without alteration in the registered number of the vessel . 

11. Every vessel under class I, Cound plying in the channels without 
being licensed and registered shall be charged a lemurrage rate of Rs . 3 
for every such offence, provided that such vessel is not proceeding to the 
Dearest toll station for the purpose of obtaining a license and being registered

In the first line of rule 5 , after the words " Lea - service insert the words 
“ in the foreign or hoine trade." 

For rule 25 (1) substitute the following : 

“ 25. ( 1 ) Every candidate for a certificate of competency of any grade 
will be required to produce a certificate from the St. Jolin Ambulance 
Association , the St. Andrew s Ambulance Association , the St. Patrick s 
Ambulance Association , the London County Council , or other approved body 
to the effect that he has passed an examin • tion in First Aid to the Injured ." 

After rule 25 (2 ) add the following : 

" Certificate issued by the St. Joan Ambulance Association more than 
three years before the examination for a certificate of competency will , 
however, be accepted , provided that , at the expiration of three years since 
its issue , the certificate has attached to it the Voucher or Label of the 
Association certifying that theholder has passerl re -examination in First Aid ." 

For rule 23 (3 ) substitute the following : 

25. (3 ) If a candidate does not possess such a certificate of proficiency in 
First Aid , he should apply some timebefore he wishes to sit for examination 
for a certificate as Master or Mate to the local Secretary of the St. John 
Ambulance Association in Calcutta , who will inform bini of the available 
facilities for the instruction and examination of candidates in First Aid . 

A list of the names and addresses of the local Secretaries of the approved 
Associations is given in Appendix C , page 53 . 

For rules 26 and 27 substitute the following : 


SIGHT TESTS . 


26. Every candidate for a certificate of competency must pass the 
prescribed sight tests before a certificate can be issued to him . If circum 
stances render it necessary for him to proceed with the examination in 
navigation and seamanship before undergoing the sight tests, he should be 
informed that the examination in navigation and seamanship will be 
cancelled in the event of his failure to pass either of the sight tests . 

( 1) Form vision test.Every candidate for a certificate must pass the 
form vision test. If he presents himself for examination before January 
1st, 1914 , he will only be required to possess half normal vision using both 
eyes together. A candidate who has obtained a certificate before that date 
will be allowed to obtain his higher certificates on the same standard of 
vision . 

Any candidate may , and every candidate presenting himself for exami 
nation for his first certificate on or after Jangary Ist, 1914 , must pass a 
higher standard , viz ., normal vision using both eyes or either eye separately . 

Any candidate who has obtained his first certificate under these 
conditions may obtain his higher certificates, provided that he has normal 
vision using both eyes or either eye separately . 

Detailed information with regard to the conduct of the examination 
and the standards required is contained in Appendix 0 . 
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( 2 ) Colour vision tests. These tests comprise a wool test and a lantern 
test, and full particulars with regard to the methods adopted are given 
in Appendix 0 . 

Every candidate must undergo the colour vision tests on the first 
occasion on which he presents himself for examination for a cortificate of 
competency ; but , if he then passes , be will not be required to undergo the 
colour vision tests on any subsequent occasion . No person who holds a 
certificate of competency should be examined in colour vision . 

(3 ) A candidate who fails to pass the prescribed form vision test may 
present himself for re-examination at intervals of three months. A candidate 
who fails to pass the colour vision test is not illowed to be re - examined . 
In the cause of a candidate who is referred for further examination the 
Port Officer will make arrangements for a special examination , and it is also 
open to any candidate , who is adjudged to have failed in the colour vision 
test, to appeal to Government, who may , if they think fit , l einit the caso 
to a special body of examiners for decision . 

( #) The Government will repay , at a rate which will be notified to the 
candidate, the travelling expenses of any candidate, who is referred for 
further examination , as well as the travelling expenses of any candidate 
who, having appealed against failure, is jeported by the special examiners 
to have passed . No payment whatever will be made towarls the expenses 
of candidates wlio , upon their own application , are examined by the special 
examiners, and are reported by thein to have failed , unless Government 
consider that the particular circumstances of the case justify such payment. 

(5 ) When a candidate fails to pass the colour vision test, the 
examiner will point out to him the conditions under which he can appeal. 
Appeals are to be made through the Port Officer and forwarded to 
Government with the examiner s l em : rks. 

(6 ) Only examiners who have themselve- passed the colour vision tests 
are to undertake the examinations , 

(7) The fee paid for examination for a certificate of competency includes 
the fee of one rupee for examination in form and colour vision , and if the 
candidate fails to pusy those tests , this fee will , with the exception of one 
rupee , be returned to him . 

(8 ) No additional fee will be charged to any candidate referred by the 
examiner for special examination or for the special examination allowed 
to a candidate who appeals against failure . If , however, a candidate, 
wbo has been reporteil by the special examiners as having failed , is still 
Cissatisfied , it will be open to him , if he so desires , to present himself for a 
second special examination on payment of a fee of Rs. 75 , provided that 
he brings with him a friend to witness the examination . This second 
examination will, however , be entirely voluntary , and will form no part of 
the examination for a certificate of competency . Consideration will , how 
ever, be given to the result of such examination in determining whether a 
certificate shall be granted . 

Insert the following as rule 27 : 

27. The sight tests are open to all persons serving or intending to 
serve in the Mercantile Marine , and all such persons are recommended to 
take the earliest opportunity of ascertaining whether their vision is such as 
to qualify them for service in that profession . Any such person , if desirous 
of undergoing the tests , must make application to the Port Officer on the 
Form Exn . 2a , and must pay a fee of one rupee . 

This fee will be payable on each occasion on which a candidate is 
examined , 

In clause (b ), rule 31, delete the word “ rough " in the second line. 
For clause (1 ), rule 31 , substitute the following : 

(1) To find on a chart or plan the course or courses to steer and the 
distance or distances from one given position to another ; to find the ship s 
position together with the set and drift (if any ) on the chart or plan from 
cross- bearings of two objects ; to find the ship s position from two bearings 
of the same object , the course and distance run between taking the bearings 
being given , making due allowance for a given tide or current ; also , the 
distance of the ship from the object or any given position at the time of 
taking the secondobearing ; and to state what the small numbers and Roman 
numerals found on a chart indicate , and give a method of finding approxi 
mately the time of high water at any given place without the aid of the 
Admiralty or other Tide Tables . See Appendix H. 
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After clanse ( ), rule 31 , insert the following 

(qa The markings, signs and abbreviations on Admiralty charts or 
plans. 

(1 ) The General Notices published in the Board of Trade Summary of 
Notices to Mariners . 

In clause (+), rule 10 , before the word " paragraphs " in the first line 
insert the word “ sub ." 

For the figure “ 16 ” in the sixth line substitute " 15 " 
For the word “ six " in the last line substitute the word “ five ." 
Insert the following as rule 103A : 

103A . For all certificates of competency as Master or Mate in the 
Mercantile Marine , the qualifying service usually required is service per 
formed in ordinary trading vessels . While the Regulations provide for 
the acceptance in part of certain kinds of non - trading service (e.g., that 
performed in fishing-boats, yachts, pilot vessels . & c .), non -trading service 
not specially provided for in the Regalations cannot be accepted as quali 
fying service unless it has been submitted to Government and their 
sunction obtained . 

For rule 112 , substitute the following : 

112. When service in charge of a watch in either the foreign or home In 
trade is specified in the Regulations, candidates for certificates of compe 
tency as First Mate must be able to prove that during eight months at least 
of their service they have kept fall regular watch during the whole voyage , 
i.e., from port to port, which , if in the foreign trade, must amount to not 
less than eight hours of each 24 hours service . Where a candidate can 
prove eight months of such full service , service performed in cases where 
watches were doabled at any time during the voyage will be accepted as 
equivalent to half the same period of full watch -keeping service . No 
amount of occasional service will, by itself , be accepted as qualifying 
service . Candidates for certificates of competency as Master will be 
required to have served during the whole of the time specified by the 
Regulations, in full charge of a watch , and no service performed under 
the system of double watches except as the senior officer will be accepted 
as qualifying service for a certificate of this grade . Great care must be 
exercised by the Port Officer in regard to such service , and unless the 
candidate produces a clear and satisfactory testimonial specially setting 
forth the above facts from the Master or Owner of the vessel in which 
the service was performed , it must not be accepted .

APPENDIX O. 


THE SIGHT TESTS . 
These tests must be conducted under the strict personal supervision of 
the examiner . A careful record must be kept of all mistakes made by the 
candidate in the form vision test, and on 10 account whatever must a 
candidate be allowed to make his selections in the colour vision test during 
any temporary absence of the examiner . 

Each examiner must keep a record of all candidates passed by him for 
reference when required . 

1.- FORM VISION TEST . 
1. Form vision test to be passed first . The first test which the 
candidate is required to undergo is the test for form vision , and until he has 
passed this test he must not be allowed to proceed further with the 
examination . 

2. Apparatus used . The form vision test to be used for all candidates 
is that conducted on Snellen’s principle by means of sheets of letters . Sets 
of eight of these sheets are supplied to examiners . 

3. Object of the test. - The object of the form vision test is to determine 
whether the candidate can reach a sufficient standard of visual acuteness, or, 
in other words, to find out whether his eyesight is good or bad . 

4. Standard of vision required . With the exceptions indicated below 
(see paragraph 8 ), every candidate for a first certificate of competency will 
be required to possess normal vision . Every candidate for a second or 
higher certificate will be required to possess normal vision . 

“ Normal vision ” is defined , for the purpose of these Regulations, as 
ability to read correctly nine of the twelve letters in the sixth line and 
eight of the fifteen letters in the seventh line of a test sheet placed in a good 
light at a distance of 16 feet from the eye . 

5. Spectacles not allowed . - During the examination for form vision 
candidates must not be allowed to use spectacles or glasses of any kind , or 
any other artificial aid to vision . 

6. Method of testing. The test sheets should be hung on the wall, in 
a good light but not in a direct sunlight, at a height of five or six feet from 
the ground . The candidate should be placed at a distance of exactly 16 feet 
from the sheets, and exactly opposite them . This distance should be care 
fully measured , and should never in any circumstances be varied . 

One of the sheets should then be exposed , and the candidate should be 
asked to read the letters on each sheet, beginning at the top and going down 
wards. Any mistakes which he makes should be carefully noted . If then it 
is found that he has read correctly at least nine letters in the sixth line and 
eight letters in the seventh line of a sheet, the candidate may be considered 
to have normal vision and the entry “ 5/5 ” should be made in the appropriate 
column of the form of apprication (Ex . 2 or Exn . 2A , as the case may be ). 

7. Passing or failure. If at the conclusion of the test the candidate is 
found to reach the l equired standard , he may be considered to bave passed , 
and the examiner should proceed to test him for colour vision . If the 
candidate fails to reach the standard required for the certificate entered for, 
he should be tested with at least four sheets , and the examiner should fill in 
a Form Exn , 17b , and should forward it , with any remarks he may wish to 
make, to the Principal Examiner for his instructions as to whether the 
candidate is to be regarded as passing or as failing in form vision . 
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8. Lower standard required in certain cases . - Candidates examined 
before January 1st , 1914 , and also candidates examined on or after that date 
who are already in possession of certificates obtained before that date , may 
be regarded as passing in form vision if they can read correctly with both 
eyes at least five of the eight letters in the fifth line of a test sheet. 

9. Tests to be varied . The examiner should take care , by varying the 
order of the test sheets and by every other means in his power , to guard 
against the possibility of any deception on the part of the candidate. 

10. Result of examination to be reported . - The result of every examina 
tion in form vision should be reported , in the case of a candidate for a certificate 
of competency , to Government on Form Exn . 2 , and to the Port Officer 
on Form Exn . 14 ; and , in the case of a candidate for the sight tests only , 
to Government on Form Exn . 2A . 


2. COLOUR VISION TESTS . 


1. - THE WOOL TEST . 


1. The wools provided are divided into five groups, one to each test 
skein . The test skeins are labelled respectively I. (Light Green , II . 
(Pink ), III. ( Brown ), IV . (Purple ), and V. (Yellow ), and must always be 
used in the order named . Care should be taken that the labels do not 
become detached nor the skeins belonging to the different groups get mixed . 
To avoid this only one group of skeins should be exposed on the table at 
one time. 

A special bag with five pockets is provided in which the wools, when 
not in use, must be kept in order that they may not become faded or dirty . 

2. The examination in the wool test should be conducted as follows : 
The first group of wools is placed in a heap upon a table covered with 
a white cloth and the first test skein a little to one side of it , care 
being taken that no strong sunlight falls directly upon the skeins . 
The person examined should be requested to note carefully the 
colour of the test skein and then to divide the group into two parts , 
one part consisting of those skeins which have the same colour as 
the test skein in them and the other part the skeins which have 
none of the test skein colour in them . The examiner should 
explain that there is no exact match for the test skein , as the skeins 
which contain this colour are all either lighter or darker, and that 
the only question is the division of those skeins which contain the 
test colour more or less from those which do not. No difficulty 
should be experienced in explaining to the candidate what he is 
required to do , but if the examiner thinks he has not grasped what 
is required he may himself divide the heap into two parts as a 
demonstration , mixing the skeins ur again thoroughly before 

allowing the candidate to do the test. 
3. When the candidate has dealt with the first test skein each of the 
four remaining tests should be gone through in a similar manner and in the 
order named . 

4. As the examination proceeds the Examiner should place on one side 
the skeins which the candidate has wrongly selected as either resembling 
or no resenabling the test skeins, and when the examination is finished , a 
small piece (say one inch ) should be cut off every one of the actual skeins 
incorrectly selected by the candidate and stitched to Form Exn . 17c uncler 
the proper heading in the spaces provided for each test. 

5. The greatest care mast be taken that the pieces forwarded are cut off 
the actual skeins selected by the candidate , in order that there may be a 
reliable record of the actual selectionsmade by the candidate if any question 
should subsequently arise . 

6. During this test the Examiner should avoid naming the colours of 
any of the wools and should explain to the candidate that he does not 
require them to be named by him . 

7. The wool test should only be held in daylight. If a good natural 
light is not obtainable the test must be postponed . If dark or foggy weather 
renders it necessary to postjone the examination until after the examination 
in navigation or seamanship has been began , the examiner should not fail 
to inform the candidate that the latter exainination will be cancelled in the 
event of failure to pass the Sight Tests . 
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II.-- THE LANTERN TEST . 


8. A special lantern and a mirror have been provided for this test . The 
lantern should be placed directly in front of the mirror, so that the front 
part of the lantern is exactly ten feet from the mirror. Care should be 
taken that the lantern is properly placed , that is to say , the lights , reflectod 
in the mirror must show clearly when viewed through the l éctangular 
aperture on the left of the lantern . The examiner should always satisfy 
himself that these conditions are fulfilled before commencing the exami 
nation . 

9. It is essential that a Candidate should be kept in a room which is 
either completely or partially darkened for at least a quarter of an hour 
before he is required to undergo this test. 

10. Before the examination commences the examiner must satisfy 
himself that the room in which it is conducted is so darkened as to exclude 
all daylight. 

11. The lantern supplied for the examination is so constructed as to 
allow one large or two sinall ligbts to be visible , and is fitted with 12 glasses 
of three colours -- red , white and green . At the commencement of the 
examination the examiner should show to the candidate a series of lights 
through the large aperture, and should require him to name the colours as 
they appear to him . Care should be taken in showing the white light to 
einphasize the fact that the light is not a pure white . If a candidate makes 
a mistake of calling this light “ red ," a proper red light should be shown 
immediately after and thu candidate s attention directed to the difference 
between the two. 

After a series of lights through the large aperture has been shown , the 
Examiner should make a complete circuit with the two small apertures , 
requiring the candidate to name the colours of each set of two lights from 
left to right. To prevent any possibility of the order in which the lights 
are arranged from being learnt. the examiner should at least twice in each 
circuit go back a varying number of colours . 

A record of any mistakes made with either the large aperture or the two 
smaller apertures should be kept on Form Exn . 170 in accordance with the 
instructions thereon . 

12. As the lantern itself forms a test for Colour Ignorance, the old 
Colour Ignorance test becomes unnecessary and should be discontinued , 

III.-- SUCCESS OR FAILURE . 
13. If a candidate with cither the large aperture or the two smaller 
apertures of the lantern mistakes red for green or green for red , he should 
be considered to have " failed ” in Colour Vision . 

14. If a candidate makes no mistakes in the wool test and if the only 
mistakes made by him with the lantern is to call the white light " red ," and 
if after his attention has been specially directed to the difference between 
the two he makes no further mistake of this nature, he should be considered 
to have passed in Colour Vision . 

15. If a candidate makes any other mistakes with the lantern , i.e., if 
he calls white red " repeatedly or red " white " at all or confuses green and 
white or if he makes any mistake whatever in the wool test, his case should 
be reported to the Port Otlicer and he should be told that the decision as to 
whether he is passed or failed or a further examination is necessary will be 
communicated to him in due course . Pending the receipt of the Port Officer s 
instructions such a candidate should only be allowed to proceed with the 
remainder of the eximination for a Certificate of Competency on the express 
understanding that the latter examination will be cancelled in the event of 
failure in the Sight Tests . 

IV .- FURTHER EXAMINATION AND APPEALS. 
16. If in the cases covered by the preceding paragraph the Port Officer 
decides that a further examination is necessary , arrangements will be made 
for a special examination to be held and the travelling expenses necessarily 
incurred by a candidate in attending such an examination will be paid by 
Government together with a subsistence allowance at a rate which will be 
notified to the candidate , hat which will not in any circumstances exceed 
Rs. 5 for each day necessarily occupied in attending the examination . In 
these cases the above expenses will be paid whatever may be the result of 
the final examination . 
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17. If , however , on the report of tire examiner the Port Officer decides 
that the nature of the mistakes made shows conclusively that a cadidate 
is so colour blind as to be unfit to hold a certificate , the candidate shall be 
considered to have failed . 

In cases where, upon the report of the examiner , a candidate is failed by 
the Port Officer as well as in the cases covered by paragraph 13, Govern 
ment will be prepared to allow a candidate who is dissatisfied with this 
decision to appeal for a special examination , but Government will not pay 
the travelling expenses of any such candidate unless he is reported by the 
speciul examiners conducting the appeal examination to have passed . 


3. - REPORTS . 
18. The result of every test in form or colour vision should be reported 
to Government on the Form Exn . 2, and to the Port Officer on the Form 
Exn . 14, when the candidate is up for examination for a certificate of com 
petency : and to Government on the Form Exn . 2A , when the candidate 
is up for examination in vision only . 

All cases of failure should also be reported to the Port Officer on Form 
Exn . 17B , to which should be attached Form Exn . 170 , containing the 
pieces of the wools incorrectly selected by the candidate , and the record of 
any mistakes made with the lantern . 

Every report relating to such an examination must be signed by the 
exaininer who conducted the examination .

SECTION I. - GENERAL . 
The management of the Government medical schools in Bengal in all 

matters is vested in the Superintendents of the 
Management and control 

schools under the general control of the 
Inspector -General of Civil Hospitals , Bengal. 

2. There are at present two Gevernment medical schools in the 
Presidency , viz. 

(1 ) The Campbell Medical School at Calcutta , 

and (2 ) The Dacca Medical School at Dacca . 
3. Both men and women are trained in these schools and granted 
licenses to practise Medicine and Surgery . The passed students are 
authorized to style themselves 

L. M. P. (Camp), i.e., Licensed Medical Practitioner of the 

Campbell Medical School ; or 
L. M. P. (Dacca ) , i.e., Licensed Medical Practitioner of the 
Dacca Medical School. 

4. The course of study in the schools extends

5. The session commences on the 16th of Jane each year. Students

special cases a student may be permitted to join 
within a fortnight of the commencement of the session , provided he is able 
to satisfy the Superintendent that the delay was unavoidable .

at the Campbell Medical School, and 26 at the 
Scholarshups for women students .

Scholarships are listributed 
to the second and fourth - year students on the results of the annual 
examination , and to the third - year students on the result of the first qualify 
ing examination , inespective of their certificates of general education , 

28. One special scholarship of Rs. 15 shall be awarded annually to a 
poor student of first- year class by the Inspector-General of Civil Hospitals, 
Bengal. Preference will be given to a member of depressed class. Subject 
to the scholarship -holder s good conduct and satisfactory progress and 
poverty , these scholarships are tenable for four years . 

29. Free-studentships are awarded at the discretion of the Superinten 
dent to the really deserving students requiring financial assistance . 

30. Scholarships and free - studentships are tenable in the first- year class 
from the beginning of the session to the 31st March following, and in other 
classes from 1st April to the 31st March . 

31. Scholarships and free -studentships are liable to forfeiture at the 
discretion of the Superintendent for misconduct, want of progress , irregular 
attendance or failure to show satisfactory results at subsequent examinations.

36. For the maintenance of discipline, the punishments set forth in the

42. Each dresser or clinical clerk will have charge of a certain namber

full history of such cases, with their daily symptoms, treatment, etc., in the 
form prescribed and read it to the teacher. He should enter such cases with 
the corrections made by the teacher in his case - book , and will have to read 
them and be examined on them before leaving the ward at the end of his 
term of duty . The teacher, when granting a certificate of attendance at 
hospital to a student , should specially mention , for the information of the 
Superintendent, the number of cases in his ward satisfactorily recorded by 
the student. 

43. The dressers have , in addition , to dress the cases allotted to them 
under the supervision of the medical officer in charge. 

44. All the students attending the hospital will have to take their turn 
of day and night duty , as may be arranged by the medical officer attached to 
the ward . During such time they will be responsible for the proper working 
of the ward , and they must not leave it until relieved by their successors or 
until permitted to do so by the officer in charge. Any infringement of the 
hospital rules by a student will be reported by the medical officer to the 
Superintendent. 

45. The total amount of leave admissible to a student, including regular 
vacation , casual leave , leave on private affairs or on account of sickness , is 
limited to 72 days in a year. 

46. Not more than 30 days leave shall be granted to a student at a time 
except on medical certificate .

48. For regular vacation leave students will be divided into two 
batches - A and B. Batch A will go on leave for the first half of each regular 
vacation , batch B meanwhile reinaining on duty in the wards .

49. No leave except leave on medical certificate shall be granted to a

56. On no account will any student be certified as having attended 
hospital or receive the benefit of promotion or be admitted to the Diploma 
examination who is abseut from hospital on leave for more than 72 days in 
tbe year as counted from the 1st April. 

57. No student shall on any account be certified as having completed 
his course of instruction , and receive the benefit of promotion or be admitted 
to a Diploma examination who has not attended at least 75 per cent. of 
all lectures and demonstrarions on all subjects 

on all subjects embraced in such 
examination . 
58. Except in the circumstances referred to in the concluding portion of 

this rule, all inedical certificates in support of 

absence from classes or hospital duty must be 
from a medical officer in Government employ , and they must be forwarded 
to the Superintendent through the teacher within three days of the date 
the student states that he was ill : when delayed beyond that time, the 
student will be considered as having been absent without leave. If a student 
happens to be in the interior of a district where no Government medical 
officer is available within a reasonable distance , a certificate from a qualified 
private medical practitioner may be accepted .

published , as required by section 12 of that Act, for the information of 
persons likely to be affected thereby . 

II . The draft will be taken into consideration on or after the 18th 
March 1914 , and any objection or suggestion which may be received by the 
undersiyned before that date will be duly considered .

DRAFT RULES FOR THE MAGRA HẬT CHANNELS. 


1. Every vessel entering or making use of the Magra Hât channels 
shall be liable to measurement for the purpose of ascertaining the tolls 
payable . In case of any reasonable doubt. the persons appointed by the 
Governor in Council as Collectors of Tolls or Navigation Canal Officers 
shall have authority to again neasure a vessel notwithstanding that it 
was measured before . 

2. Vessels for the purpose of the determination of maundage shall be 
divided into three classes as follows : 

Class I. - Io include all vessels of the usual native types of build 
known as saltees, but not bona fide tal (or palm -tree ) dongas and not 
exceeding 50 maunds by canal measurement. 

Class II . - To include all other vessels of usual native types of build or 
cutters , 

Class III .- To include all steamers, fats , barges and other square -built 
boats . 

The net maundage of every vessel , whether laden or empty , shall, 
for the purposes of the Canals Act, 1861, and of these rules be determined 
by the following measurements : 


CLASS I. 
A.- The product of one-quarter the inside length of the vessel, 
measured along the centre line from stein to stern , multiplied by 
the interior greatest breadth of the vessel multiplied by three- quarters 
of the depth , measured from the top of the vessel amidships to the 
interior bottom of the vessel is to be taken as equal to the number of 
maunds upon which toll shall be levied . 

B.- The measurement of the length to be made in feet , rejecting inches, 
and of the breadth and depth in feet and quarters of a foot, rejecting any 
remaiuder of less than a quarter of a foot . 

C .-- Any vessel the maundage of which calculated as above exceeds 50 
maunds shall be reckoned as a vessel ander cla - s II , 


CLASS II . 
A. The product of one- quarter the length of the vessel from stem 
to steru measured outside and along the water line, multiplied by the 
greatest interior breadth of the vessel multiplied by the greatest interior 
depth from the water line to the interior bottom of the vessel, is to 
be taken as equal to the number of maunds upou wbich tolls shall be 
Levied . 

B.- The measurement of the leugth is to be made in feet, rejecting 
inches, the measurement of the breadth and depth is to be made in 
feet and quarters of a foot , l ejecting any remainder less than a quarter of a 
foot . 
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C .-- The maundage on which athe amount of toll is calculated shall 
be reckoned to the nearest integral multiple of 12 maunds, rejecting 
any iemainder of less than 124 maunds. In the case of boats exceed 
ing 500 maunds by measurement the maundage shall be reckoned to 
the nearest integral multiple of 50 maundo rejecting any remainder of 
less than 50 maunds. 

CLASS III . 
A.- For vessels of class III, the number of maands obtained by 
the system of measurement prescribed for vessels of class II shall be 
increased by one-half. For vessels of this class exceeding 1,000 mauads 
bymeasurement, the maundage shall be reckoned to the nearest integral 
multiple of 100 maunds rejecting any remainder of less than 100 mauds . 
In the case of steamers , the maundage determined as above shall be reduced 
by one-third as an allowance for engine space . 

B.- In case of steamers that have been surveyed under the Inland 
Steam - vessels Act , 1884, the registered tonnage entered in the certificate 
may be accepted as the tongage of the steamer iu lieu of measurement. 

3. All vessels under class I , knowi and defined as saltees , will be 
charged under a system of compounded tollage in accordance with rules 
contained in Appendix A. 

4. Every vessel included in classes II and III entering or passing along 
the canal shall be furnished with a ticket on paying the prescribed toll . The 
ticket shall specify the station at which it has been issued , the name of the 
person in charge of the vessel, the date on which the voyage commenced , the 
point to which the vessel may proceed on the line of navigation , the 
maundage of the vessel, the amount of toll charged , the number of days 
allowed for the voyage , and the date of such last day . The number of 
days so allowed without additional payment shall be calculated as follows : 

Boats. One day for every eight miles or portion of eighu miles, to be 
Traversed together with one day forevery 100 maunds of measurement or part 
of 100 maunds . 

Floats (timber ). One day for every five miles for any number of 
timbers not exceeding fifty , and one day for every additional fifty or part 
of fifty . 

Rifts (bamboos ) .- One day for every five miles for any number 
not exceeding tive hundred and one day for every additional five hundred or 
part of five hundred . 

5. Every vessel which does not complete its voyage within the number 
of days allowed by rule 4 shall, for each day or part of a day in 
excess , be liable to an extra charge equal to one-half of the toll 
payable on the maundage of the vessel as per the Schedule of Rates 
in Appendix B , provided that in no case shall the demurrage charged 
exceed Rs. 5 

per 

diem . The Superintending Engineer may, at bis 
discretion , exempt any boats on any line of navigation , or any portion of 
line of navigation from the payment required by this rule . 

Exemption from payment of demurrage may , at the discretion of the 
Collector of Tolls, be granted for vessels detained in the channels ( steamers 
broken down and boats damaged ) by stress of weather, shoull immediate 
notice of detention , for the information of the Collector of Tolls, Magra Hat 
channels , be given to the nearest toll- station . 

6. All tolls are payable on demand and shall be paid at the toll 
station before a vessel is permitted to proceed : Provided that the Collector 
of Tolls may , at his discretion , permit vessels belonging to individuals or 
firms of recognised standing to proceed without prepayment on an under 
taking that the bills for tollage due shall be liquidated monthly on 
presentation . 

7. The ticket must be kept on board the vessel and must be produced 
for inspection when demanded by any person authorised to do so . If, 
on demand , the ticket is not produced , such person shall assess the tollage 
as provided in rule 2 , and shall require payment of toll , and unless and 
until the toll is paid , or the original ticket or a duplicate is produced as 
evidence that toll has already been paid , the vessel will be liable to seizure 
and detention in accordance with the provisions of section 9 of the Canals 
Act, 1864 . 

8. Duplicates of lost tickets , of which the numbers and dates can be 
satisfactorily established , will be granted by the Collector of Tolls on 
payment of a sum of Re . 1. Provided that for tickets on which the 
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total tollage is less than Rs . t . the tee to be charged for a duplicate 
shall be one - quarter of the total collage with a minimum of As. . 

9. A vessel , which has been detained under these rules or under section 
9 of the said Act , may not be removed from the canal without the order of 
the Collector of Tolls until the well due las been paid . During such 
detention the manjhi, owner oi agent must make arrangements for the safety 
of the vessel and cargo . 

10. All vessels, whether the property of Government or of private 
owners , are liable for tull, except thone exempterl by the provisions of Bengal 
Government Circular No. 11., cated the 11th July 1906 . 

11. Vessels may be hauled up fur repairs on the banks of the canals 
with the previous written permission of the Supervisor or Navigation 
Canal Oflicer . A lent calculated at ove - sixth the late ut ordinary demurrage 
will be charged for the time the vessel occupies the bank . 

12 At places where mooring posts have been provided by the Super 
visor or Navigation Canal Officer, vessels desiring to moor shall be made fast 
in single line along the bauks to such posts in such manner as the Super 
visor or Navigation Canal Officer ay direct , and shall not be moored in any 
other manner . 

13. The Supervisor or Navigation Canal Officer may , by written notice 
to be posted at the toll offices, prohibit the dropping of anchors or the 
putting up of bamboos or luggees in any specified part of the canals or on 
tlle banks . 

14. Vessels shall be allowed to make fast in single line along the canal 
banks in such manner as may be directed by the Supervisor or Navigation 
Canal Oflicer from time to time, and no bont shall be made fast or be placed 
outside of boats so secured . No boat or raft shall be placed in such a 
position as to endanger the safety or obstruct the passage of other boats. 
Ēvery vessel, when stationary , shall be securely fastened , and shall at all 
times have some person in attendance on board . Every vessel in motion 
shall have a sufficient crew . 

15. Vessels passing uhrough the canals shall keep in separate lines , 
empty boats keeping close to the bank , and those that are laden in the 
centre . 

16. In portions of the canals where only one towing- path exists , 
vessels shall moor on the side opposite to the towing - path , and the towing 
path side sball always be kept clear . 

17. Iron -built cargo boats, with outside angle iron projecting beyond 
the wooden fenders , will not be allowed to enter the locks unless permanent 
fenders are fixed over the edges of the angle iron so as to prevent them from 
causing damage to the locks . 

18. No fire , or open , unprotected light of any description shall be used 
on boats containing petroleum , jute , bay or straw in any place prohibited 
by the Navigation Canal Officer or Supervisor , and no fire , or open , or 
unprotected light (except in the case of steamers , the galley and engine 
room fires and the electric light) shall be used on any vessel while in a lock 
basin . 

19. No person shall wilfully or negligently allow a vessel to sink in 
the canals . 

20. In every case of a sunken vessel, whether due to negligence or 
otherwise , the Supervisor or Navigation Canal Officer and his subordinates 
sball offer every assistance in removing the same. 

If in three days after the occurrence of a wreck it is seen that prompt 
measures are not being taken by the owner to remove the sunken vessel 
from the line of navigation , the Supervisor or Navigation Canal Officer and 
his subordinates shall make their own arrangements for the removal of the 
same at the expense of the owner , provided that, in cases where navigation 
is seriously obstructed , arrangements may be made at once to remove the 
wreck , 

21. When a sunken vessel has been recovered , the Supervisor or 
Navigation Canal Officer shall cause notices to be posted at the locks, toll 
offices or other prominent places calling on those concerned to pay to the 
Collector of Tollw all toll or demurrage which may be due, as well as the 
expenses incurred in the recovery of the vessel and cargo . Should the sum 
due be not paid within fifteen days of the date of notice , the vessel and its 
farniture, or so much of it as may be necessary for the recovery of the dues , 
will be sold under the procedure directed in section 9 of the Canals Act , 1864. 
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22. The purchaser of a vessel soll under the provisions of section 9 
of the said Act shall have the right to take it out of the canal on the day of 
purchase , or within such time as may be allowed by the Collector of Tolls , 
without payment of tolls . 

23. When any laden vessel which has sunk has been recoveredi , or 
when any laden vessel has been seired under the provisions of the said Act 
or of these rules, the Supervisor or Navigation Canal Officer shall give imme 
diate notice of the recovery or seizure to the owner of the cargo or his agent, 
requiring the removal of the cargo without delay and informing him that 
he will be required to pay all expenses necessary for the proper custody and 
storage of the cargo until removed . 

24. If the Supervisor or Navigation Canal Officer be unable to ascertain 
the name and place of business or the abode of the owner of the cargo of 
such vessel, the notice prescribed in rule 21 shall be effected by a notice 
exhibited in his office and by advertisement in at least one English and one 
vernacular Calcutta newspaper . 

25. No steam - vessel, whose length exceeds thirty feet, shall ply in the 
Magra Hât channels except in the following :--Diamond Harbour creek , Usti 
Nainan outfall. Nazra khal, Sangrampur khal up to Sangrampur bridge , 
and the Surjipur outer khal up to the Surjipur bridge . 

26. Lights and Sinals .--- All vessels, whether travelling or moored in 
the Magra Hât channels , must, between sunset and sunrise , carry a white 
light in a lantern on the forepart of the vessel where it can be distinctly seen 
from all vides . All steam - vessels in motion shall carry the lights prescribed 
by the Board of Trade Regulations . Barges or boats attached to a steam 
vessel, whether in motion or moored , shall carry th light prescribed above . 

27. Speed of vessels.-- Every vessel plying in the Magra Hât channels 
must , between sunset and sunrise , limit her speed to three miles per hour . 
No steam - vessels shall ply between sunset and sunrise in channels detailed 
in rule 25 . 

28. No vessel shall remain in the outer entrance channels of the locks 
at Diamond Harbour and Uttarbhag nor in the inner lock channel and 
diversion channel of the Diamond Harbour lock and sluice , nor in the 
approach channels to any sluice . A board will be put up limiting the 
portion of the channels in which boats are not permitted to moor . 

29. The places at which boats cannot be loaded or unloaded will be 
fixed by the Superintending Engineer , South -Western Circle , and will be 
demarcated with suitable posts and notice boards . 

30. For any contravention of rules 10 , 14 , 15 , 16 , 17 , 19 , 20 , 26 , 27 and 
28 , the person in charge of the vessel or other person in fault shall , on 
conviction before a Magistrate , be liable to a fine not exceeding Rs. 50 for 
any one infringement, or Rs. 5 a day for any continuing infringement. 

31. The channels may be closed , wbenever necessary , for effecting the 
necessary repairs to them on one month s notice of the intention so to close 
them being given ; but , in the event of any sudden emergency , the channels 
may be closed at any time without prior notice , and no claim in such cases 
by owners of vessels or others for compensation on account of detention or 
otherwise shall be entertained . 

32. The term “ Navigation Canal Officer, " as used in these rules , shall 
include all persons appointed to collect tolls under section 8 of the Canals 
Act , 1864, and all Public Works officers or subordinates in charge of the 
channel, not below the grade of Sub -Overseer . 

33. No vessel whose beain exceeds 19 feet will be permitted to enter 
the channels through the Diamond Harbour lock . The same probibition 
will apply in the case of the Uttarbhag lock to all vessels exceeding 14 feet 
beam . 

34. Any vessel which enters the channels through the Diamond 
Harbour lock for the purpose of taking refuge during stormy weather will 
be charged a nominal toll of As. 8 per boat, provided the vessel leaves the 
channel again as soon as the weather conditions permit, and does not load 
or unload cargo inside athe channel. All vessels seeking refuge under 
this rule must anchor in the creek close to the toll- collector s office and 
will not be permitted to proceed up the creek without paying the usual tolls . 

35. Any vessel entering the channels through the Diamond Harbour 
lock and proceeding to load or unload at the Diamond Harbour station 
only will be charged tollage at the rate of As. 2 per 100 maunds to 
include the return journey . Should such boats proceed up the creek , they 
will be charged the ordinary tolls . 
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APPENDIX A. 


Rules for licensing and registration of saltees or vessels under class I. 

1. As provided for under rule 3, no vessel coming under class I, rule 2 , 
shall ply , whether regularly or only occasionally in , or partly within 
and partly without the limits of, the Magra Hât channels unless licensed 
and registered by the Collector of Tolls of the Magra Hât channels . 

2. Every owner of a vessel or his agent or manjhi shall apply to the 
Collector of Tolls, Magra Håt channels , for licensing and registration , giving 
the owner s name and residence or those of his agert duly authorised to 
act for him . 

3. Every license granted under these rules shall continue in force 
for either six months or one year from the date of issue. 

4. The license is not transferable , and if the ownership or nanjhi or 
both of the vessel be changed , notice of the transfer must be given to the 
Collector of Tolls of Magra Hât channels , who will endorse the change of 
ownership on the certificate and register free of charge . 

5. The license certificate granted for a vessel should contain the regis 
tered number of the vessel, owner s name and residence, name of manjhi, 
the maundage measurements , amount of compounded tollage and the dates 
of issue and expiry and shall be kept on board . It shall be produced , when 
required , by a Navigation Canal Officer and shall be delivered up on the 
expiration of the license . 

6. The charge for the issue of a duplicate license to vessels in lieu of 
those defaced or lost is Re . 1 . 

7. The registered number of every licensed vessel shall be engraved , or 
branded , as well as painted in figures easily discernible on both sides of the 
vessel for which a charge of Re. I will be made . Teebs figures shall be 
legibly maintained during the period of the license . 

8. On the expiration of the license the manjhi shall deliver up his 
ticket to the toll collector at the station from which it was issued . 

9. No person in charge of any licensed vessel plying within the limits 
of che Magra Hât channels shall use or have any ticket resembling those 
granted under the authority of these rules . 

10. Every renewal of a license shall , unless the Navigation Canal 
Officer considers it unnecessary , involve the issue of a fresh license 
certificate without alteration in the registered namber of the vessel. 

11. Every vessel under class I, found plying in the channels without 
being licensed and registered shall be charged a demurrage rate of Rs. 3 
for every such offence, provided that such vessel is not proceeding to the 
nearest toll station for the purpose of obtaining a license and being registered

DRAFT RI LES FOR THE MACRA HẬT CHANNELS . 

1. Every vessel entering or making use of the Magia Hât channels 
shall be liable to measurement for the purpose of ascertaining the tolls 
payable . ID Case of any reasonable doubt. The persons appointed by the 
Goveruor in Council ils Collectors of Tolls or Navigation Canal Officers 
shall bave authority to aguin measure al vessel notwithstanding that it 
was ineasured before . 

2. Vessels for the purpose of the determination of maundage shall be 
dividel into three classes as follows : 

Class I .- o inclurlu all vessels of the usual native types of build 
known its saltees, but not hond fide tal (or palm -trec ) dongas and not 
exceeding 50 mulinds hy canal ineasurement. 

Class II. - To include all other vessels of asual native types of build or 
cutters , 

Class 111.-- To include all steamers, flats, l arges and other square-built 
boats . 

The net maundages of every vessel, whether laden or empty , shall , 
for the purposes of the Canals ict, 1864, and of these rules be determined 
by the following measilrements : --- 

CLASS I. 
d . - The product of one - quarter the inside length of the vessel, 
measured along the centres line from stem to storn , multiplied by 
tbe interior greatest breadth of the vessel multiplied by three - quarters 
of the depth , measured from the top of the vessel amidships to the 
interior bottom of the ressel is to be taken as equal to the nambur of 
maunds upon which toll shall be levied . 

B .-- The measurement of the length to be made in feet . rejecting inches, 
and of the breadth and depth in fect and quarters of a foot, rejecting any 
remainder of less than a qnarter of a foot . 

C.- Auy vessel the muundage of which calculated us above exceeds 50 
maunds shall be reckonerlas a vessel under cla - s II . 

CLASS II . 
. The product of one -quarter the length of the vessel from stem 
to stern meusurel outside and along the water line, multiplied by the 
greatest interior breadth of the vessel moltiplied by the greatest interior 
( lepth from the water line to the interior bottoni of the vessel, is to 
be taken as oqual to the number of maunds upon which tolls shall be 
levied , 

B.The mcasilremont of thic length is to be made in feet, rejecting 
inches, the measurement of the breadth and depth is to be made in 
feet and juirters of a foot .djecting any remuiuder less than a quarter of a 
foot. 

The matclage on which the amonnt of toll is calculated shall 
be reckoned to the nearest intigral multipla of 12 ) marunds , rejecting 
any remainder of less than 12 muuns. In the case of boats exceed 
ing 500 maunds by ineasurement the manuduge shall be reckoned to 
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the nearest integral multiple of 50 maunds rejecting any remainder of 
less than 50 inaunds . 

D. - In the case of boats carrying passengers only , one foot shall be 
deducted from the full interior depth of the vessel, the other mastureinents 
and the calculations for maundage being made in the methods prescribed 
for vessels under Class II. 

CLASS III . 
A. - For vessels of class III, the number of maunds obtained by 
the system of measurement prescribed for vessels of class II shall be 
increased by one- half. For vessels of this class exceeding 1,000 maunds 
by measurement, the maundage shall be reckoned to the nearest integral 
multiple of 100 maunds rejecting any remainder of less than 100 maunds. 
In the case of steamers , the maundage determined as above shall be reduced 
by one -third as an allowance for engine space . 

B. - In case of steamers that have been surveyed under the Inland 
Steam - vessels Act, 1881, the registered tonnage entered in the certificate 
may be accepted as the tonnage of the steamer in lieu of meisurement . 

3. All vessels under clans I, known and defined as saltees. will be 
charged under a system of compounded tollage in accordance with rules 
contained in Appendix A. 

4. Every vessel included in classes II and III entering or passing along 
the canal shall be furnished with a ticket on paying the prescribed toll . The 
ticket shall specify the station at which it has been issued , the name of the 
person in charge of the vessel, the date on which the voyage commenced , the 
point to which the vessel may proceed on the line of navigation , the 
maundage of the vessel, the amount of toll charged , the number of days 
allowed for the voyage , and the date of such last day. The number of 
days so allowed without additional payment shall be calculated as follows : 

Boats. - One day for every eightmiles or portion of eighi miles, to be 
Traversed together with one day for every 100 maunds of measurement or part 
of 100 maands . 

Floats (timber ). One day for every five miles for any number of 
timbers not exceeding fifty , and one day for every additional fifty or part 
of fifty . 

Rifts (bamboos ). One day for every five miles for any number 
not exceeding five hundred and one day for every additional five hundred or 
part of five hundred , 

5. Every vessel which does not complete its voyage within the number 
of days allowed by rule 4 shall , for each clay or part of a day in 
excess , be liable to an extra charge equal to one - half of the toll 
payable on the maundage of the vessel as per the Schedule of Rates 
in Appendix B , provided that in no case shall the demurrage charged 
exceed Rs. 5 per diem . The Superintending Engineer may , at his 
discretion , exempt any boats on any line of navigation , or any portion of 
line of navigation from the payment required by this rule . 

Exemption from payment of clemurrage may , at the discretion of the 
Collector of Tolls , be granted for vessels detained in the channels (steamers 
broken down and hoats damaged ) by stress of weather, should immediate 
potice of detention , for the information of the Collector of Tolls, Magra Hat 
channels, be given to the nearest toll -station . 

6. All tolls are payable on demand and shall be paid at the toll 
station before a vessel is permitted to proceed : Provided That the Collector 
of Tolls may , at his discretion , permit vessels belonging to individuals or 
firins of recognised standing to proceed without prepayment on an under 
taking that the bills fór tollage đue shall be liquidated monthly on 
presentation . 

7. The ticket must be kept on boarch the vessel and must be produced 
for inspection when demanded by any person anthorised to do go . If, 
on demand , the ticket is not pjoduced , such person shall assess the tollage 
as provided in rule 2, and shall require payment of toll , and unless and 
until the toll is paid , or the original ticket or a duplicate is produced as 
evidence that toll has already been paid , the vessel will be liable to seizure 
and detention in accordance with the provisions of section 9 of the Canals 
Act , 1864 . 

8 Duplicates of lost tickets , of which the numbers and dates can be 
satisfactorily established , will be granted by the Collector of Tolls on 
påyment of a sum of Re. 1. Provided that for tickets on which the 
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total tollage is less than Rs. . the fee to be charged for a duplicate 
shall be one-quarter of the total tollage with a minimum of As. 4 . 

9. A vessel, which has been detained under these rules or under section 
9 of the said Act, may not be removed from the canal without the order of 
the Collector of Tolls until the toll due has been paid . During such 
detention the inanjhi, owner or agent must make arrangements for the safety 
of the vessel and cargo . 

10. All vessels, whether the property of Government or of private 
owners, are liable for tull, except those exempted by the provisions of Bengal 
Government Circular No. 11., dated the 11th July 1906 . 
11 . Vessels may be hauled up for 

repairs on the banks of the canals 
with the previous written permission of the Supervisor or Navigation 
Canal Officer . A ient calculated at one-sixth the rate of ordinary demurrage 
will be charged for the time the vessel occupies the bank . 

12. At places where mooring posts have been provided by the Super 
visor or Navigation Canal Officer , vessels desiring to moor shall be made fast 
in single line along the banks to such posts in such manner as the Super 
visor or Navigation Canal Officer may direct , and shall not be moored in any 
other manner. 

13. The Supervisor or Navigation Canal Officer may , by written notice 
to be posted at the toll offices , prohibit the dropping of anchors or the 
putting up of bamboos or luggees in any specified part of the canals or on 
the banks , 

14. Vessels shall be allowed to make fast in single line along the canal 
banks in such manner as may be directed by the Supervisor or Navigation 
Canal Officer from time to time, and no boat shall be made fast or be placed 
outside of boats so secured . No boat or raft shall be placed in such a 
position as to endanger the safety or obstract the passage of other boats . 
Every veysel, when stationary , shall be securely fastened , and shall at all 
times have some person in attendance on board . Every vessel in motion 
shall have a sufficient crew , 

15. Vessels passing through the canals shall keep in separate lines , 
empty boats keeping close to the bank , and those that are laden in the 
centre . 

16. In portions of the canals where only one towing - path exists , 
vessels shall moor on the side opposite to the towing- path , and the towing 
path side shall always be kept clear . 

17. Iron - built cargo boats, with outside angle iron projecting beyond 
the wooden fenders , will not be allowed to enter the locks unless permanent 
fenders are fixed over the edges of the angle irou so as to prevent them from 
causing damage to the locks. 

18. No fire , or open , anprotected light of any description shall be used 
on boats containing petroleuin , jute , buy or straw in any place prohibited 
by the Navigation Canal Officer or Supervisor , and no file , or open , or 
anprotected light (except in the case of steamers , the galley and Angine 
room fires and the electric light ) shall be used on any vessel while in a lock 
basin . 

19. No person shall wilfully or negligently allow a vessel to sink in 
the canals . 

20. In every case of a sunken vessel, whether due to negligence or 
otherwise , the Supervisor or Navigation Canal Officer and his subordinates 
sliall offer cvery assistance iu removing the same, 

If in three days after the occurrence of a wreck it is seen that prompt 
measures are not being taken by the owner to remove the sunken vessel 
from the line of navigation , the Supervisor or Navigation Canal Officer and 
bis snbordinates shall make their own arrangements for the removal of the 
same at the expense of the owner , provided that, in cases where navigation 
is seriously obstracted , arrangements may be made at once to remove the 
wreck . 

21. When a sunken vessel has been recovered , the Supervisor or 
Navigation Canal Officer shall cause notices to be posted at the locks , toll 
offices or other prominent places calliug on those concerned to pay to the 
Collector of Tolls all toll or demarrage which may be due, as well as the 
expenses incurred in the recovery of tho vessel and cargo . Should the sum 
dne be not paid withiu fifteen days of the date of notice , the vessel and its 
furniture , or so much of it as may be necessary for the recovery of the dues , 
will be sold under the procellare directed in section 9 of the Canals Act, 1864. 
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22. The purchaser of a vessel sold under the provisions of section 9 
of the said Act shall have the right to take it out of the canal on the clay of 
purchase , or within such time as may be allowed by the Collector of Tolls , 
without payinent of tolls . 

23. When any laden vessel which has sank has bien recovered , or 
when any laden vessel bas been seized under the provisions of the said Act 
or of these rules , the Supervisor or Navigation Canal Officer shall give imme 
diate notice of the l ecovery or seizure to the owner of the cargo or his agent , 
requiring the removal of the cargo without delay and informing him that 
he will be required to pay all expenses necessary for the proper custody and 
storage of the cargo until removed . 

24. If the Supervisor or Navigation Canal Officer be unable to ascertain 
the name and placo of business or the abode of the owner of the cirgo of 
such vessel, the notice prescribed in rule 21 shall be effected by a notice 
exhibited in his office and by advertisement in at least one English and one 
vernacular Calcutta newspaper . 

25. No steam - vessel, whose length excecds thirty feet, shall ply in the 
Magra Hât channels except in the following :-Diamond Harbour creek , Usti 
Nainan outfall . Nazra khal, Sangrampur khal up to Sangrampur bridge , 
and the Sarjipur outer khal up to the Surjipur bridge . 

26. Lights and Signals. - All vessels , whether travelling or moored in 
the Magra Hât channels , must , between sunset and sunrise , carry a white 
light in a lantern on the forepart of the vessel where it can be distinctly seen 
from all sides . All steam - vessels in motion shall carry the lights prescribed 
by the Board of Trude Regulations . Barges or boats attached to a steam 
vessel, whether in motion or moored , shall carry the light prescribed above . 

27. Speed of vessels.-- Every vessel plying in the Magra Hát channels 
must, between sunset and sunrise , limit her speed to three miles per hour. 
No steam - vessels shall ply between sunset and sunrise in channels detailed 
in rule 25 . 

28. No vessel shall remain in the outer entrance channels of the locks 
at Diamond Harbour and Uttarbhag nor in the inner lock channel and 
diversion channel of the Diamond Harbour lock and sluice, nor in the 
approach channels to any sluice . A board will be put up limiting the 
portion of the channels in which boats are not permitted to moor . 

29. The places at which boats cannot be loaded or unloaded will be 
fixed by the Superintending Engineer , South - Western Circle , and will be 
demarcated with suitable posts and notice boards . 

30. For any contravention of rules 10 , 14 , 15 , 16 , 17 , 19, 20 , 26 , 27 and 
28 , the person in charge of the vessel or other person in fault shall, on 
conviction before a Magistrate , be liable to a fine not exceeding Rs. 50 for 
any one infringement, or Rs. 5 a day for any continuing infringement. 

31. The channels may be closed , whenever necessary , for effecting the 
necessary repairs to them on onemonth s notice of the intention so to close 
thom being given ; but, in the event of any sudden emergency , the channels 
may be closed at any time without prior notice, and no claim in such cases 
by owners of vessels or others for compensation on account of detention or 
otherwise shall be entertained . 

32. The term “ Navigation Canal Officer," as used in these rules , shall 
include all persons appointed to collect tolls under section 8 of the Canals 
Act, 1864 , and all Public Works officers or subordinates in charge of the 
channel, not below the grade of Sub-Overseer . 

33. No vessel whose beain exceeds 19 feet will be permitted to enter 
the channels through the Diamond Harbour lock . The same prohibition 
will apply in the case of the Uttarbhag lock to all vessels exceeding 14 feet 
beam . 

34. Any vessel which enters the channels through the Diamond 
Harbour lock for the purpose of taking refuge during stormy weather will 
be charged a nominal toll of As. 8 per boat, provided the vessel leaves the 
channel " again as soon as the weather conditions permit, and does not load 
or unload cargo inside the channel , All vessels seeking refuge under 
this rule must anchor in the creek close to the toll -collector s office and 
will not be permitted to proceed up the creek without paying the usual tolls. 

35. Any vessel entering the channels through the Diamond Harbour 
lock and proceeding to load or unload at the Diamond Harbour station 
only will be charged tollage at the rate of As . 2 per 100 maunds to 
include the return journey . Should such boats proceed up the creek , they 
will be charged the ordinary tolls .

1864 (Bengal Act V of 1864 ), the Governor in Council 
intends to make and fix for the Navigable channels of the Magi Hát 
Drainage scheme. as defined in Notification No. , dated the 22nd April 1913 
(published at page 631, Part I. of the Calcuttı Gazette of the 23rd idem ), is 
published , as required by section 12 of tbat Act, for the information of 
persons likely to be affected thereby . 

II . The draft will be taken into consideration on or after the 18th 
March 1914, and any objection or suggestion which may be received by the 
undersigned before that date will be duly considered .

DRAFT RULES FOR THE MAGRA HÂT CHANNELS . 
1. Every vessel enteriøg or making use of the Magra Hât channels 
shall be liable to measurement for the purpose of ascertaining the tolls 
payable. In case of any reasonable doubt, the persons appointed by the 
Governor in Council as Collectors of Tolls or Navigation Canal Officers 
shall have authority to again measure it vessel notwithstanding that it 
was measured before . 

2. Vessels for the purpose of the determination of maundage shall be 
divided into three classes as follows : 

Class I. - lo include all vessels of the usual native types of build 
known as saltees . but not bona fide tal (or palm -tree ) dongas and not 
exceeding 50 maunds by canal peasurement. 

Class II .- To include all other vessels of usual native types of build or 
cutters . 

Class III .-- To include all steamers, flats , barges and other square- built 
boats . 

The net maandage of every vessel, whether laden or empty , shall, 
for the purposes of the Canals Act , 1864, and of these rules be determined 
by the following measurements : 

CLASS I. 
A. The product of one - quarter the inside length of the vessel, 
measured along the centre line from stem : to stern , multiplied by 
the interior greatest breadth of the vessel multiplied by three- quarters 
of the depth , measured from the top of the vessel amidybips to the 
interior bottom of the vessel is to be taken as equal to the number of 
maunds upon which toll shall be levied . 

B. The measurement of the length to be made in feet, rejecting inches , 
and of the breadth and depth in feet and quarters of a foot, rejecting any 
remainder of less than a quarter of a foot . 

0.- Any vessel the maundage of wbich calculated as above exceeds 50 
maunds shall be reckoned as a vessel under cla - s II . 

CLASS II . 
A.- The product of one- quarter the longth of the vessel from stem 
to stern measured outside and along the water line , multiplied by the 
greatest interior breadth of the vessel multiplied by the greatest interior 
depth from the water line to the interior bottom of the vessel, is to 
be taken as equal to the number of maunds upon which tolls shall be 
levied . 

B.The measurement of the length is to be made in feet, rejecting 
inches, the measurement of the breadth and depth is to be made in 
feet and quarters of a foot , rejecting any remainder less than a quarter of a 
foot. 

0.- The maundage on which the amount of toll is calcnlated shall 
be reckoned to the nearest integral multiple of 12 maunds , rejecting 
any remainder of less than 12+ maunds . In the case of boats exceed 
ing 500 maunds by measurement the maundage shall be reckoned to 
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the nearest integral multiple of 50 maunds rejecting any remainder of 
less than 50 maands . 

D. - Iu the case of boats Citrrying passengers only , one foot shall be 
deducted from the full interior depth of the vessel, the other measurements 
and the calculations for maundage being made in the methods prescribed 
for vessels ander Class II. 


CLASS III . 
A. - For vessels oi class III, the number of maunds obtained by 
the system of measurement prescribed for vessels of class II shall be 
increased by one-half. For vessels of this class exceeding 1,000 maunds 
bymeasurement, the maundage shall be reckoned to the nearest integral 
multiple of 100 maunds rejecting any remainder of less than 100 maunds . 
In the case of steamers, the maundage determined as above shall be reduced 
by one -third as an allowance for engine space . 

B .-- In case of steamer that have been surveyed under the Inland 
Steam - vessels Act, 1884 , the registered tonnage entered in the certificate 
may be accepted as the tonnage of the steamer in lieu of measurement. 

3. All vessels under class I, known aul defined as saltees. will be 
charged under it system of compounded tollage in accordance with rules 
contained in Appendix A. 

4. Every vessel included in classes II and III entering or passing along 
the canal sball be furnished with a ticket on paring the prescribed toll. The 
ticket shall specify the station at which it has been issued , the name of the 
person in charge of the vessel, the date on which the voyage commenced , the 
point to which the vessel may proceed on the line of navigation , the 
maandage of the vessel, the amount of toll charged , the number of days 
allowed for the voyage, and the date of such last day . The number of 
days su allowed without additional payment shall be calculated as follows : 

Boats. - One day for every eightmiles or portion of eight miles, to be 
traversed together with one day forevery 100 maunds of measurement or part 
of 100 maunds . 
Floats (timber ) .- One day for every five miles for 

any number of 
timbers not exceeding fifty , and one day for every additional fifty or part 
of fifty . 

Rifts (bamboos) .- One day for every five miles for any number 
not exceeding five luid red and one day for every additional five hundred or 
part of five hundred . 

3. Every vessel which does not complete its voyage within the number 
of days allowed by rule I shall , for each day or part of a day in 
excess , be liable to an extra charge equal to one-half of the toll 
payable on the maundage of the vessel as per the Schedule of Rates 
in Appendix B. provided that in no case shall the demarrage charged 
exceed Rs . 5 per diem . The Superintending Engineer may , at his 
discretion , exempt any bouts on any line of navigation , or any portion of 
line of navigation from the payment required by this rule . 

Exemption from payinent of leinurrage may , at the discretion of the 
Collector of Tolls , be granted for vessels detained in the channels ( steamers 
broken down anıl boats dainaged ) by stress of weather, should immediate 
notice of leteutioni, for the information of the Collector of Tolls, Magra Hat 
channels, he given to the nearest toll -station . 

6. All tolls are payable on demand and shall be paid at the toll 
station before a vessel is permitted to proceel: Provided thar the Collector 
of Tolls may , at his discretion , permit vessels belonging to individuals or 
firms of rocoguised standing to proceed without prepayment on an under 
taking that the bills for tollage due shall be liquidated monthly on 
presentation . 

7. The ticket must be kept on board the vessel and must be produced 
for inspection when demanded by any person authorised to do so . If, 
on demand , the ticket is not produced , such person shall assess the tollage 
us provided in rale 2 , and shall require payinent of toll, and unless and 
until the toll is paid , or the original ticket or a duplicate is produced as 
evidence thut toll has already been paid , the vessel will be liable to seizure 
and detention in accordance with the provisions of section 9 of the Canals 
Act , 1864 . 

8. Duplicates of lost tickets, of which the numbers and dates can be 
satisfactorily established , will be granted by the Collector of Tolls on 
payment of a sum of Re . 1. Provided that for tickets on which the 
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total tollage is less than Rs. t. the fee to be charged for a limplicate 
shall be one-quarter of the total tullage with a minimum of 15. t. 

9. A vessel, which has been detained under these rules ur ainder section 
9 of the said Act, may not be removed from the canal without the order of 
the Collector of Tolls until the toll due has been paid . During such 
detention the manjhi, owner or agent inust make arrangements for the safety 
of the vessel and cargo . 

10. All vessels , wliether the property of Government or of private 
owners, are liable for tull, except those exempted by the provisions of Bengal 
Government Circular No. 11., dated the 11th July 1906 . 

11. Vessels may be hanled up for repairs on the banks of the canals 
with the previous written permission of the Supervisor or Navigation 
Canal Officer . A rent calculated at one -sixth the rate of ordinary demurrage 
will be charged for the time the vessel occupies the bank . 

12. At places where mooring posts have been provided by the Super 
visor or Navigation Canal Officer , vessels desiring to moor shall be made fast 
in single line along the banks to such posts in such manner as the Super 
visor or Navigation Canal Officer may direct, and shall not be moored in any 
other inanner. 

13. The Supervisor or Navigation Canal Officer may , by written notice 
to be posted at the toll offices, probibit the dropping of anchors or the 
putting up of bamboos or luggees in any specified part of the canals or on 
the banks. 

14. Vessels shall be allowed to make fast in single line along the canal 
banks in such manner as may be directed by the Supervisor or Navigation 
Canal Officer from time to time, and no boat shall be made fast or be placed 
outside of boats so secured . No boat or jaft shall be placed in such a 
position as to endanger the safety or obstruct the passage of other boats . 
Every vessel , when stationary , shall be securely fastened , and shall at all 
times have some person in attendance on board . Every vessel in motion 
shall have a sufficient crew . 

15. Vessels passing through the canals shall keep in separate lines , 
empty boats keeping close to the bank , and those that are laden in the 
centre . 

16. In portions of the canals where only one towing - path exists , 
vessels shall moor on the side opposite to the towing.path , and the towing 
path side sball always be kept clear . 

17. Iron - built cargo baats, with outside angle iron projecting beyond 
the wooden fenders, will not be allowed to enter the locks unless permanent 
fenders are fixed over the edges of the angle iron so as to prevent them from 
causing damage to the locks. 

18. No fire, or open , unprotected light of any description shall be used 
on boats containing petroleum , jute , hay or straw in any place prohibited 
by the Navigation Canal Officer or Supervisor, and no tire, or open , or 
unprotected light (except in the case of steamers , the galley and engine 
room fires and the electric light) shall be used on any vessel while in a lock 
basin . 

19. No person shall willally or negligently allow a vessel to sink in 
the canals . 

20. In every case of a sunken vessel, whether due to negligence or 
otherwise, the Supervisor or Navigation Canal Officer and his subordinates 
shall offer every assistance in removing the same. 

If in three days after the occurrence of a wreck it is seen that prompt 
measures are not being taken by the owner to remove the sunken vessel 
from the line of navigation , the Supervisor or Navigation Canal Officer and 
his subordinates shall make their own arrangements for the removal of the 
same at the expeuse of the owner, provided that, in cases where navigation 
is seriously obstructed , arrangements may be made at once to remove the 
wreck . 

21. When a sunken vessel has been recovered , the Supervisor or 
Navigation Canal Officer shall cause notices to be posted at the locks , toll 
offices or other prominent places calling on those concerned to pay to the 
Collector of Tolls all toll or demurrage which may be due , as well as the 
expenses incurred in the recovery of the vessel and cargo . Should the sum 
due be not paid within fifteen days of the date of notice , the vessel and its 
furniture, or so much of it as may be necessary for the recovery of the dues , 
will be sold under the procedure directed in section 9 of the Canals Act, 1864 . 
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22. The purchaser of a vessel sold under the provisions of section 9 
of the said Act shall have the right to take it out of the canal on the day of 
purchase , or within such time as may be allowed by the Collector of Tolls , 
without payment of tolls . 

23. When any laden vessel which has sunk has been recovered , or 
when , any ladlen vessel has been sei ed under the provisions of the said Act 
or of these rules , the Supervisor or Navigation Canal Officer shall give imme 
diate notice of the recovery or seizure to the owner of the cargo or his agent , 
requiring the removal of the cargo without delay and informing him that 
he will be required to pay all expenses necessary for the proper custody and 
storage of the cargo until removed . 

24. If the Supervisor or Navigation Canal Officer be unable to ascertain 
the name and place of business or the abode of the owner of the cirgo of 
such vessel, the notice prescribed in rule 21 shall be effected by a notice 
exhibited in his office and by advertisement in at least one English and one 
vernacular Calcutta newspaper . 

25. No steam - vessel, whose length excecus thirty feet , shall ply in the 
Migru Hât channels except in the following :-Diamond Harbour creek , Usti 
Nainan outfall, Nazra kbal, Sangrampur khal up to Sangrampur bridge , 
and the Sarjipar outer khal ip to the Surjipur bridge . 

26. Lights and Siynals . - All vessels , whether travelling or moored in 
the Mayra Kat channels , mast , between sunset and sunrise , carry a white 
light in a lautern on the forepart of the vessel where it can be clistinctly seen 
from all vides. All stean - vessels in motion shall carry the lights prescribed 
by the Board of Trace Regulations . Barges or boats attached to a steam 
vessel, whether in motivn or moored , shall carry the light prescribed above . 

27. Speed of lessels.-- Every vessel plying in the Magra Hât channels 
must , between sunset and sunrise , limit her speed to three miles per hour. 
No steam - vessels shall ply between sunset and sunrise in channels detailed 
in rule 25 . 

28. No vessel stull remain in the outer entrance channels of the locks 
at Diamond Harbour and Uttarbhag nor in the inner lock channel and 
diversion channel of the Diamond Harbour lock and sluice , nor in the 
approach channels to any sluice . A boarl will be put up limiting the 
portion of the channels in which boats are not permitted to moor. 

29. The places at which hoats cannot be loaded or unloaded will be 
fixed by the Superintending Engineer, South - Western Circle , and will be 
deinarcated with suitable posts and notice boards . 

30. For any contravention of rules 10 , 14 , 15 , 16 , 17, 19 , 20 , 26 , 27 and 
28 , the person in charge of the vessel or other person in fault shall , on 
conviction before a Magistrate , be liable to a fine not exceeding Rs . 50 for 
any one infringement, or Rs . 5 a day for any continging infringement . 

31. The channels may be closed . whenever necessary , for effecting the 
necessary repairs to them on une inontb s notice of the intention so to close 
them being given ; but, in the event of any sudden emergency , the channels 
may be closed at any time without prior notice , and no claim in such cases 
by owners of vessels or others for compensation on account of detention or 
otherwise shall be entertained . 

32. The term “ Navigation Canal Officer, ” as used in these rules, shall 
include all persons appointed to collect tolls under section 8 of the Canals 
Act, 1864 , and all Public Works officers or subordinates in charge of the 
cliannel, not below the grade of Sub-Overseer . 

33. No vessel whose beain exceedls 19 feet will be permitted to enter 
the channels through the Diamond Harbour lock . The same prohibition 
will apply in the case of the Uttarbhag lock to all vessels exceeding 14 feet 
beain . 

31. Any vessel which enters the chapuels through the Diamond 
Harbour lock for the purpose of taking refuge during stormy weather will 
he charged a nominal toll of As.8 per boat, provided the vessel leaves the 
channel again as soon as the weather conditions perinit, and oes not load 
or innload cargo inside the channel. All vessels seeking refuge under 
this rule must anclior in the creek close to the toll- collector s office and 
will not be permitted to proceed up the creek without paying the usual tolls . 

33. Auy vessel cutering the channels through the Diamond Harbour 
lock and proceeding to load or unlond at the Diamond Harbour station 
only will be charged tollage at the rate of As. 2 per 100 maunds to 
include the return journey . Should such boats proceecl up the creek , they 
will be charged the ordinary tolls .

3. Every license granted under these rules shall continue in force 
for either six months or one year from the date of issue . 

4. l he license is not transferable , and if the ownership or manjhi or 

h of the vessel be changed , notice of the transfer must be given to the 
Collector of Tolls of Migra Hât channels , who will endorse the change of 
ownership on the certificate and register free of charge . 

5. The license certificate granted for a vessel shoull contain the regis 
terecl uumber of the vessel, owner s naine and residence , nawe ofmanjlii , 
the maundage measurements , amonnt of compounded tollage and the dates 
of issue and expiry and shall be kept on boar ). It shall be produced , when 
required , by i Navigation Canal Officer and shall be delivered up on the 
expiration of the license , 

6. The charge for the issue of a duplicite license to vessels in lieu of 
those defaced or lost is Re . 1 . 

7. The registered number of every licensel vessel shall be engraved . or 
branded , as well as painted in figures easily discernible on both sides of the 
vessel for which a charge of Re. I will be made . These figures shall be 
legibly maintained during the period of the license . 

8. On the expiration of the license the manjhi shall deliver up his 
ticket to the toll collector at the station from which it was issuecl. 

9. No person in charge of any licensed vessel plying within the limits 
of the Magra Hât channels shall use or have any ticket resembling those 
granted under the authority of these rules. 

10. Every renewal of a license shall, unless the Navigation Canal 
Officer considers it unnecessary , involve the issue of a fresh license 
certificate without alteration in the registered number of the vessel . 

11. Every vessel under class I, found plying in the channels without 
being licensed and registered shall be charged a demurrage rate of Rs. 3

DRAFT RULES FOR THE MAGRA HẬT CHANNELS. 
1. Every vessel entering or making use of the Magra Hât channels 
shall be liable to measurement for the purpose of ascertaining the tolls 
payable . In case of any reasonable doubt. the persons appointed by the 
Governor in Council as Collectors of Tolls or Navigation Canal Oificers 
shall have authority to again measure a vessel notwithstanding that it 
was measured before . 

2. Vessels for the purpose of the determination of maunlage shall be 
divided into three classes as follows : 

Class I..To include all vessels of the usual native types of build 
known as saltees , but not bona fide tal (or palm - tree ) dongas and not 
exceeding 50 maunds by canal ineasurement. 

Class II.-- To include all other vessels of zsual native types of build or 
cutters , 

Class III.- To include all steamors , flats, barges and other square-built 
boats . 

The net maundage of every vessel, whether laden or empty , shall, 
for the purposes of the Canals Act, 1864, and of these rules be determined 
by the following measurements : 

CLASS 1 . 
A.- The product of one- quarter the inside length of the vessel , 
measured along the centre line from stem to stern , multiplied by 
the interior greatest breadth of the vessel multiplied by three - quarters 
of the depth , ineasured from the top of the vessel amidships to the 
interior bottom of the vessel is to be taken as equal to the numbur of 
maundy upon which toll shall be levied . 

B.- The measurement of the length to be made in feet, rejecting inches , 
and of the breadth and depth in feet ancl quarters of a foot, rejecting any 
l emainder of less than a quarter of a fuot . 

0 ,-Any vessel the maundago of which calculated as above exceeds 50 
maunds shall be reckoned as a vessel under claus II . 

CLASS II . 
A. The product of one- quarter the length of the vessel from stem 
to stern measured outside and along the water fine, multiplied by the 
greatest interior breadth of the vessel multiplied by the greatest interior 
depth from the water line to the interior bottom of the vessel, is to 
be taken as equal to the number of muunds upou which tolls shall be 
levied . 

B.Tbo measurement of the leugth is to be made in feet, rejecting 
inches , the measurement of the breadth and depth is to be made in 
feet and quarters of a foot, rejecting any remainder less than a quarter of a 
foot . 

C. The maundage on which the amount of toll is calculated shall 
be reckoned to the nearest integral multiple of 12 maunds , rejectiug 
any repainder of less than 12+ muunds . In the case of boats exceed 
ing 500 maunds by measuremeut the maundage shall be reckoned to 
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the nearest integral multiple of 30 maunis rejecting the remainder of 
less than 30 marunds . 

D. - In the case of boats carrying passengers only one foot shall be 
declucted from the full interior ( lepth of the vessel , the other measurements 
and the calculations IT maundage beiug made in the methodno prescribert 
for vessels under Class II . 


Class IIT. 
1.- For vessels of clasy III, the numher of mands obtained by 
the system of measurement prescubed fur vessels of class II shall be 
increased by one - halt . For Vessels of this class exceeding 1.000 manns 
by measurement, the mannlage shall be reckoned to the nearest integral 
multiple of 100 maunds rejecting any remainder of less than 100 maunds . 
In the case of steamers , the mandage determined as above shall be reduced 
by one - third as an allowance for engine space. 

B. In case of steamers that have been surveyed under the Inland 
Sieam - vessels Act, 1884 , the registered tonnage entered in the certificate 
may be accepted as the tonnage of the steamer in lieu of me.istrement. 

3. All vessels under class [, known and letined as saltees. will be 
charged under a system of compounded tollage in accordance withi rules 
contained in Appendix A. 

1. Every vessel included in classes II and III entering or passing along 
the canal shall be furnished with a ticket on paving the prescribed toll. The 
ticket shall specify the station at which it has been issued , the name of the 
person in charge of the vessel, the date on which the voyage commenced , the 
point to which the vessel may proceel on the line of navigation , the 
maandage of the vessel, the amount of toll charged , the number of days 
allowed for the voyage , and the date of such last day . The number of 
days so allowed without additional payment shall be calculated as follows : 

Bnuts . One day for every eightmiles or portion of eight miles , to be 
Traversed together with one day for every 100 maunds of measurement or part 
of 100 maunds . 

Floats (timber ).- One day for every five miles for any number of 
timbers not exceeding fifty , and one day for every additional fifty or part 
of fifty . 

Rifts (bamboos ) .- One day for every tive miles for any number 
not exceeding tive hundred and one day for every additional five hundred or 
part of five boudred . 

5. Every vessel which does not complete its voyage within the number 
of days allowed by rule 4 shall , for each day or part of a day in 
excess , be liable 

to an extra charge equal to ove - half of the toll 
payable on the maundage of the vessel as per the Schedule of Rates 
in Appendix B , provided that in no case shall the demurrage charged 
exceed Rs . 5 per dien . The Superintending Engineer may , at his 
discretion , exempt any boats on any liue of navigation , or any portion of 
line of navigation froin the payment required by this rule . 

Exemption from payment of demarrage may , at the discretion of the 
Collector of Tolls , be granted for vessels detained in the channels (steamers 
broken down and hoats damaged ) by stress of weather, should immediate 
notice of detention , for the information of the Collector of Tolls , Magra Hât 
channels, be given to the nearest toll - station . 

6. All tolls are payable on demand and shall be paid at the toll 
station before a vessel is permitted to procoed : Proviiled thar the Collector 
of Tolls may , at his discretion , permit vessels belonging to individuals or 
firm of recognised standing to proceed without prepayınent on an under 
taking that the bills for tollage clue shall be liquidated monthly on 
presentation . 

7. The ticket must be kept on board the vessel and must be produced 
for inspection when demanded by any persou authorised to do so . If, 
on demand , the ticket is not produced , such person shall assess the tollage 
as. provided il rule 2 , and shall require payment of toll , and unless and 
until the toll is paid , or the original ticket or a duplicate is produced as 
evidenca that toll has already been paid , the vessel will be liable to seizure 
and detention in accordance with the provisions of section 9 of the Canals 
Act, 1864, 

8 Duplicates of lost tickets , of which the numbers and dates can be 
satisfactorily established , will be granted by the Collector of Tolls on 
payment of a sum of Re. 1. Provided that for tickets on which the 
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total tollage is less than Rs. 4. the fee to be charged for a duplicate 
shall be one- quarter of the total tollage with a minimum of As. 4 . 

9. A vessel, which has been detained under these rules or under section 
I of the said Act, may not be removed from the canal without the order of 
the Collector of Tolly until the toll due has been paid . During such 
detention themanjhi, owner or agent must make arrangements for the safety 
of the vessel and cargo . 

10. All vessels , whether the property of Government or of private 
owners , are liable for tull, except those exempted by the provisions of Bengal 
Government Circular No. 11., dated the 11th July 1906 . 

11. Yessels may be hauled up for repairs on tbe banks of the canals 
with the previous written permission of the Supervisor or Navigation 
Canal Officer . A rent calculated at one- sixth the rate of ordinary demarrage 
will be charged for the time the vessel occupies the bank . 

12. At places where mooring posts have been provided by the Super 
visor or Navigation Canal Officer, vessels (lesiring to noor shall be made fast 
in single line along the banks to such posts in such manner as the Super 
visor or Navigation Canal Officer may direct, and shall not be moored in any 
other manner , 

13. The Supervisor or Navigation Canal Officer may , by written notice 
to be posted at the toll offices, prohibit the clropping of anchors or the 
putting up of bamboos or luggees in any specified part of the canals or on 
the banks. 

14. Vessels shall be allowed to make fast in single line along the canal 
banks in such manner als may be directed by the Supervisor or Navigation 
Canal Officer from time to time, and no boat shall be inade fast or be placed 
outside of boats so secured . No bout or raſt shall be placed in such a 
position as to endanger the safety or obstruct the passage of other boats . 
Every vessel, when stationary , shall be securely fitstened , and shall at all 
times have some person in attendance on board . Every vessel in motion 
sball have a sufficient crew . 

15. Vessels passing through the canals shall keep in separate lines , 
empty boats keeping close to the bank , and those that are laden in the 
centre . 

16. In portions of the canals where only one towing-path exists, 
vessels shall *mvor on the sjile opposite to the tuwing path , and the towing 
path side shall always be kept clear . 

17. Iron -built cargo boats , with outside angle iron projecting beyond 
fenders are fixed over the edges of the angle iron so as to prevent them from 
causing damage to the locks . 

18. No fire , or open , unprotected light of any description shall be used 
ou boats containing petroleum , jute , bay or straw in any place prohibited 
by the Navigation Canal Officer or Supervisor, and no fire, or open , or 
unprotected light ( except in the case of steamers , the galley and engine 
room fires and the electric light ) shall be used on any vessel while in a lock 
basin . 

19. No person shall wilfully or negligently allow a vessel to sink in 
the canals . 

20. In every case of a sunken vessel, whether due to negligence or 
otherwise , the Supervisor or Navigation Canal Officer and his subordinates 
shall offer every assistance in removing the same. 

If in three days after the occurrence of a wreck it is seen that prompt 
measures are not being taken by the owner to remove the sunken vessel 
from the line of navigation , the Supervisor or Navigation Canal Officer and 
his subordinates shall make their own arrangements for the removal of the 
same at the expense of the owner, provided that, in cases where navigation 
is seriously obstructed , arrangements may be made at once to remove the 
Wreck . 

21. When a sanken vessel has been recovereil, the Supervisor or 
Navigation Canal Officer shall cause notices to be posted at the locks, toll 
offices or other prominent places calling on those concerned to pay to the 
Collector of Tolls all toll or domurrage which may be due , as well as tho 
expenses incurred in the recovery of the vessel and cargo . Should the sum 
due be uot paid within fifteen days of the late of notice , the vessel and its 
farniture , or so unch of it as may be necessary for the recovery of the dues , 
will be sold under the procedure directed in section 9 of the Canals Act, 1864 . 
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22. The purchaser of a vessel sole under the provisions of section ! 
of the said tot slull live the right to tike it out of the Cattal on the day of 
purchase, or within such time as may be allowed by the Collector uſ Tolla . 
without payinent of tulls . 

23. When any Llen vessel which has sunk has been recoveredl . or 
when any laden verstol has been seized under the provisions of the said adet 
or of these rules, the Supervisor or Navigation Canal Officer shall give time 
djate notice of the recovery or seizure to the owner of the cargo or his agent, 
requiring the removal of the cargo without delay and informing him that . 
he will be required to pay all expenses necessary for the proper custody and 
storage of the cargu until removed . 

24. If the Supervisor or Navigation Canal Oficer be unable to ascertain 
the name and place of business or the abode of the owner of the curgo uf 
such vessel, the notice prescribed in rule 21 shall be effected by a notice 
exhibited in his office and by alvertisement in at least one English and one 
vernacular Calcutta newspaper. 

25. No steum - vessel, whose length exceeds thirty feet, shall ply in the 
Migra Hât channels except in the following :-Diamond Harbour creek , Usti 
Nainan outfall. Nazra khal, Sangrampur khal up to Sangrampur bridge , 
and the Surjipur outer khal up to the Surjipur bridge . 

26. Lights and Sinnals .-- All vessels , whether travelling or moored in 
the Magra Hât channels , must , between sunset and sunrise , carry a wbite 
light in a lantern on the forepart of the vessel where it can be distinctly seen 
from all sides. All steam - vessels in motion shall carry the lights prescribed 
by the Board of Trade Regulations . Barges or boats attached to a steam 
vessel, whether in motion or moored sball carry the light prescribed above . 

27. Speed of l essels . Every vessel plying in the Magra Hât channels 
must , between sunset and sunrise , limit her speel to three miles per hour. 
No steam -vessels shall ply between sunset and sunrise in channels detailed 
in rule 25 . 

28. No vessel shall remain in the outer entrance channels of the locks 
at Diapiond Harbour and Uttarbhag nor in the inner lock channel and 
diversion channel of the Diamond Harbour lock and sluice , nor in the 
approach channels to any sluice . A board will be put up limiting the 
portion of the channels in which boats are not permitted to moor . 

29. The places at which boats cannot be loaded or unloaded will be 
fixed by the Superintending Engineer , South - Western Circle , and will be 
demarcated with suitable posts and notice boards. 

30. For any contravention of rules 10 , 14, 15 , 16 , 17, 19, 20 , 26 , 27 and 
28 , the person in charge of the vessel or other peron in fault shall , on 
conviction before a Magistrate , be liable to a fine not exceeding Rs. 50 for 
any one infringement, or Rs . 5 a day for any continuing infringement. 

31. The channels may be closed . whenever necessary , for effecting the 
necessary repairs to them on one month s notice of the intention so to close 
them being given ; but, in the event of any sudden emergency, the channels 
may be closed at any time without prior notice , and no claim in such cases 
by owners of vessels or others for compeusation on account of detention or 
otherwise shall be entertained , 

32. The term “ Navigation Canal Officer, " as used in these rules, shall 
include all persons appointed to collect tolls under section 8 of the Canals 
Act, 1864 , and all Public Works officers or subordinates in charge of the 
channel, not below the grade of Sub -Overseer. 

33. No vessel whose beain exceeds 19 feet will be permitted to enter 
the channels through the Diamond Harbour lock . The same prohibition 
will apply in the case of the Uttarbhag lock to all vessels exceeding 14 feet 
beam . 

34. Any vessel which enters the channels through the Diamond 
Harbour lock for the purpose of taking refuge during stormy weather will 
be charged a nominal toll of As. 8 per boat, provide the vessel leaves the 
< hannel again as soon as the weather conditions p rmit, and does not load 
or unload cargo inside the channel . All vessels seeking refuge under 
this role inust anchor in the creek close to the toll-collector s Office and 
will not be perunitted to proceed up the creek without paying the usual tolls . 

35. Any vessel entering the channels through the Diamond Harbour 
lock and proceeding to load or unloud at the Diamond Harbour station 
only will be chargerl tullage at the rate of As. 2 per 100 muunds to 
include the return journey . Should such boats proceed up the creek , they 
will be charged the ordinary tolls . 
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APPENDIX A. 


Rules for licensing and registration of saltees or vessels under class I. 

As provided for under rule 3, no vessel coming under class I, rule 2 , 
shall ply , whether regularly or only occasionally in , or partly within 
and partly without the limits of, the Magra Hât channels unless licensed 
and registered by the Collector of Tolls of the Magra Hât channels . 

2. Every owner of a vessel or his agent or manjhi shall apply to the 
Collector of Tolls , Magra Hât channels, for licensing and registration , giving 
the owner s name and residence or those of his agent duly authorised to 
act for him . 

3. Every license granted under these rules shall continue in force 
for either six months or one year from the date of issue . 

1. ſhe license is not transferable , and if the ownership or manjhi or 
both of the vessel he changed , notice of the transfer must be given to the 
Collector of Tolls of Magra Hât channels , who will endorse the change of 
ownership on the certificate and register free of charge . 

5. The license certificate greutect for a vessel should contain the regis . 
tered number of the vessel, owner s name and residence , naine of manjhi, 
the maunlage measurements , amount of compounded tollage and the dates 
of issue anil expiry and shall be kept on board . It woull be producerl , when 
required , by a Navigation Cunal Officer and shall be delivered up on the 
expiration of the license . 

6. The charge for the issue of a duplicate license to vessels in lieu of 
those defaced or lost ix Re . 1 . 

7. The registered number of every licensed vessel shall be engraved . or 
brandel, as well as painted in figures easily discernible on both sides of the 
vessel for which a charge of Re .

INDIAN FOREST SERVICE . 


REGULATIONS AS TO THE APPOINTMENT OF 

PROBATIONERS , 1914 . 


1. Appointmonts. The Secretary of State for India in Council will , in 
the summer of 1914, make not less than nine appointments of Probil 
tionery for the Indian Forest Service , provide [ thit so many candidates are 
considered to be in all respects qualifieii . 

In making these appointinents, he will act with the ulvice of a Selection 
Committee, 

2. Applications for appointment.--Applications for appointment must 
he malle ou à printed form to be obtainel from the Secretary , Revenue 
Department, India Office, Whitehall, London , S.W., and to be returned to 
him not later than Wednesday , the 1st July 1914. Candidates must be 
prepared , if ( alleil apon , to attend at the India Office , at their own expense , 
for a personal interview with the Selection Committee within thres weeks 
froin that date . 

3. Age Limit. - Candidates must be not less than 19 but under 22 years 
of age on the 1st January 1911 . 

Note.For the year 1914 only , candidates who have taken an honours 
course (or other course specified in paragraph 5 ) which under the Regulations 
of the University , occupies four years , will be subject to the age limits 
which have hitherto been in force , viz ., 19 and 23 on the 1st July of the year 
in whloh selection is made , 

4. Vitionality , 8C.-- Every candidate must be a natural-born subject of 
His Majesty . He inust be prepared to give an undertaking , if selected , that 
He will not marry before he reaches India . If he does so , he will forfeit his 
appointment. He inust be of good physique , and must procluce evidence of 
character to satisfy the Secretary of State for India in Council that he is 
suited fur the Indian Forest Service . 

5. Qualifications.- Candidates must have obtained a degree with 
Honours in some branch of Natural Science * in a University of England , 
Wales, or Ireland , or have passed the Final Bachelor of Science Examination 
in Pure Science in one of theUniversities of Scotlandt . A degree in Applied 
Science will not be considered as fulfilling these conditions. Candidates 
will be required to procluce evidence that they have a fair knowledge of 
either German or French . 

NOTE. - Applications for appointment will be accepted from candidates rho on the 1st July 1914 have 
alrearly sat at an exanıination for a degree as mentio ed above, but have not learned the result of the 
examination , 

6. Sbould there be more candidates considered to be qualified in every 
respect than vacancies to be filled , the Secretary of State reserves the right 
to require then to piss a competitive examination conducted by the Civil 
Service Commissioners , on the results of which their final selection would 
depend . Particulars of this examination , which would be held in August, 
will be found in Appendix 1. 


A Moderatoislip in Natural Science or in Exp -rimental Science at the University of Dublio will be 
considered as fulfilling these conditions . 

† Graluatey iu Fountry at the University of Ellinburgh are regarded as attisfying the requirements of 
this paragraph if they pass the final Examination of that University in some one braucht of Natural Science 
anbi aced in the degrce in Pure Sucence . 
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7. Medical Eramination .-- Selected condidates will be required to 
undergo i strict examination by a Medical Board at the India Office, at 
which particular stress will be laiil on good vision and hearing , and to 
satisfy the Secretary of State for India that they are plıysically fit for service 
in the Indian Forest Department ( see Appendix VI). 

Candidates who do not satisfy the Secretary of State for India that they 
are physically fit for appointment to the Indian Forest Service will not be 
admitted to the competitive examination mentioned in Regulation 6 . 

8. Period of Probation .--Before appointment to the Indian Forest 
Department, il j robationer will be required 
(i) to have obtained , either before selection as probationer , or within 

the period of two years probation , 
Cambridge , Oxford or Edinburgh 

the degree or diploma in Forestry 
at one of the Universities named in the margin ; 
( ii) to have undergone a special course of instruction in Forestry , 

under the lirection and supervision of the Director of Indian 
Forest Studies appointed by the Secretary of State for India 
in Council, in such British aud Coutinental localities as may 

be selected for the purpose ; 
( iii) to have passed an examination in certain special subjects , namely , 

Systematic Botany of Indian trees, Indian Geology , Forest 
Law , Indian Working Plans, ani, if required , an Indian 

vernacular language : 
(iv ) to have undergone a final competitive examination in Forestry 

( spe Appendix II) ; 
( V ) to have satisfied the Secretary of State , in such inanner as may be 

lloteriained , of his ability to ride . 


The periol of probation will in ordinary cases bc two years. The 
Director of Iulian Forest Studies will instinct probationers in each case 
as to the order and manner in which they should fulfil these various 
requirements. 

9. Charges . The probationers will be reqairerl to defray all expenses 
of loilging , board , tuition , and exclusions , while at the University and on 
practical instruction in ( reat Britain andon the Continent, with the excep 
tion of fees payable to local forest (atlicers in lireat Britain and on the 
Continent. 

10 Allowances. The Secretary of State for Inilia in Council will make 
payments tu each probationer at the rate of 1201. annually , not exceeding a 
total of 2401. (besides the fres to local oflicers mentioned above ). These 
payments will ordinarily be macle on the following dates in each year :

The cases of probationers wliose probation does not extend over the full 
two years will be specially considered . 
The grant of the allowances is subject to the following conditions : 

(a ) that the progress of the probationer in his studies is satisfactory ;

respect of this advanice , as well as such payments , not exceeding 
601. in all, as may have been incurred by the Secretary of State 
on the probationer s behalf in respect of fees to local forest 
oflicers, in the event of his failing to qualify for an appoint 
ment in the Indian Forest Service , or not signing the articles 
of agreement as specified in paragraph 13 , or failing to join the 
Indian Forest Service at the end of the period of probation .

RULES FOR THE MAGRA 


HÂT CHANNELS. 


1 . Every vessel entering or making use of the Magra Hât channels 
shall be liable to measıll ement for the purpose of ascertaining the tolls 
payable. Iv case of any reasonable doubt. the persons appointed by the 
Governor in Council as Collectors of Tolls or Navigation Canal Officers 
shall have authority to ugaia measure a vessel notwithstanding that it 
was measured before . 

2. Vessels for the purpose of the determination of maundage shall be 
divided into three classes as follows : 

Class 1. - lo include all vessels of the usual native types of build 
known as Saltees. but not bona fide tal (or palm - tree) dongus and not 
exceeding 50 maunds by canal ineasurement. 

Class II . - To include all other vessels of usual native types of build or 
cutters . 

Class III . - To include all steamers, flats, barges and other square - built 
boats . 

The net maundage of every vessel , whether laden or empty , shall , 
for the purposes of the Canals Act , 1864, and of these rules be determined 
by the following measurements : 


CLASS I. 


A. The product of one -quarter the inside length of the vessel, 
measu red along the centre line from stom to stern , multiplied by 
the interior greatest breadth of the vessel multiplied by three- quarters 
of the depth , measured from the top of the vessel amidslips to the 
interior bottom of the vessel is to be taken as equal to the number of 
maunds upon which toll shall be levied . 

B. - The measurement of the length to be made in feet, rejecting inchos, 
and of the breadth anl depth in feet and quarters ol a foot, rejecting any 
remainder of less than a quarter of a foot. 

0. - Any vessel the maundage of wbich calculated as above exceeds 50 
maunds shall be reckoned as a vessel under class II , 


CLASS II. 


A. - The product of one- quarter the length of the vessel from stem 
to stern measured outside and along the water line, multiplier by the 
greatest interior breadth of the vessel multiplied by the groatest interior 
depth froin the water line to the interior bottom of the vessel, is to 
be taken as equal to the number of maunds upon wbich tolls shall be 
levied , 

B.The measurement of the length is to be maile in foet , rejecting 
inches, the measurement of the breadth a depth is to be male in 
feet and quarters of a foot , lejecting any remaindor less than a quarter of i! 
foot . 

C.The maundage on which the amount of toll is calculated shall 
be reckoned to the nearest integral multiple of 12 muunds, rejocting 
any remainder of less than 12 inannds . In the case of boats exceed 
ing 500 maunds by measurement the maundage shall be reckoned to 
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the nearest integral multiple of 50 maunds rejecting any remainder of 
less than 50 maunds . 

D. - In the case of boats carrying passengers only , one foot shall be 
deducted from the full interior depth of the vessel, the other measurements 
and the calcnlations for maundage being made in the methods prescribed 
for vessels under Class Il. 


CLASS III . 
4.- For vessels of class III, the number of mauuds obtained by 
the system of measuremont prescribel for vessels of class II shall be 
increased by one -hall . For vessels of this class exceeding 1,000 maunds 
by measurement, tbe mauvdage shall be reckoned to the nearest integral 
multiple of 100 maunds rejecting any remainder of less thần 100 mauds . 
In the case of steamers, the maundage detoninined ils above shall be reduced 
by one -thir as an allowance for engine space. 

B -- In case of steamers that have beeli sarveyed under the Inland 
Steam - vessels Act, 1884 , the registered tonnage entered in the certificate 
may be accepted as the tonnage of the steamer in lieu of meisurement. 

3. All vessels wder class I , know and defined as saltees . will be 
charged under a system of compounded tollage in accordance with rules 
.contained in Appendix A. 

4. Every vessel included in classes II and III entering or passing along 
the cunal shall be furnished with a ticket on paying the prescribed toll . The 
ticket shall specify the station at which it has been issued , the name of the 
person in charge of the vessel, the date on which the voyage commenced , the 
point to which the vessel may proceed on the line of navigation , the 
maundage of the vessel, the amount of toll charged , the number of days 
allowed for the voyage , and the dite of such last day. The number of 
days so allowed without additional payment shall be calculated as follows : 

Bouts. One day for every eight miles or portion of eight miles , to be 
Claversed together with one day for every 100 maunds of measurement or part 
of 100 maands . 

Floats (timber , -- One day for every five miles for any number of 
timbers not exceeding fifty , and one day for every additional fifty or part 
of fifty . 

Rafts (bamboos). One day for every five miles for any number 
not exceeding tire hundred and one day for every additional five hundred or 
part of five hundred . 

g . Every vessel which does not complete its voyage within the number 
of days allowed by rule 4 shall , for each day or part of a day in 
excess, be liable 

to extra charge equal to one - half of the toll 
payable on the maundage of the vessel as per the Schedule of Rates 
in Appendix B , provided that in no case shall the demarrage charged 
exceed Rs. 5 per diein . The Superintending Engineer nay, at Lis 
discretion , exempt any boats on any line of navigation , or any portion of 
line of navigation from the payment required by this rule . 

Exemption from payment of demurrage may , at the discretion of the 
Collector of Tolls , be granted for vessels detained in the channels (steamers 
broken down and boats damaged ) by stress of weather, should immediate 
notice of detention , for the information of the Collector of Tolls , Magra Hât 
.channels , be given to the nearest toll- station . 

6. All tolls are payable on demand and shall be paid at the toll 
.station before a vessel is permitted to proceed : Provided thar the Collector 
of Tolls may , at bis ( liscretion , perinit vessels belonging to individuals or 
firms of recognised standing to proceed without prepayment on an under 
taking that the bills for tollage due shall be liquidated monthly on 
presentation . 

7. The ticket must be kept on board the vessel and must be produced 
for inspection when demanded by any person authorised to do so . If, 
on demand, this ticket is not produced , such person shall assess the tollage 
as provided ill rule 2 , and shall require payment of toll,and unless and 
until the toll is paid , or tho original ticket or a duplicate is produced as 
evidence that toll bas already been paid , the vessel will be liable to seizure 
and detention in accordance with the provisions of section 9 of the Canals 
Act , 1864 , 

8. Daplicates of lost tickets, of wlich the numbers and dates can be 
satisfactorily established , will be granted by the Collector of Tolls on 
payment of a sum of Re . 1. Provided that for tickets on which the 
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total tollage in less than Rs. t. the lies to be charged for it diuplicate 
shall be one- yearter of the total tullage with a minimum of is . i . 

9 . A Vanel , which has been detained under these rules order section 
9 of the said Avl, nay not be removed from the chal without the order of 
the Collector of Tolls until the toll due has been paid . During such 
debention the manjli, owner or agent must make arrangements for the safety 
of the vessel and cargo).

12. At places where mooring posts have been provided by tho Super 
visor or Navigation Canal Officer, vessels clesiring to moor shall be made last 
in single line along the banks to such posts il such manner is the Super 
visor or Navigation Canal Officer pay direct, and shall not bi moored in any 
other inauer . 

13. The Supervisor or Navigation Canal Oficer iniy, by writtın notice 
to be posterl at the toll offices, prohibit the dropping of anchors or tho 
putting up of bamboos or loggees in any specified part of the canals or on 
the banks . 

14. Vessels shall be allowed to make fast in single line along the canal 
banks in such manner as may be directed by the Supervisor or Navigation 
Canal Officer froin time to time, and no boat shall be inacle fast or be placed 
outside of boats so secured .

17. Iron -built cargo -boats , with outside angle iron projecting beyond 
the woodeu fenders, will not be allowed to enter the locks unless permanent 
fendors are fixed over tlle eilges of the angle iron so as to prevent them from 
causing damage to the locks , 

18. No file , or open , unprotected light of any lescription shall be used 
Oil boats containing petroleum , jute , bay or straw in any place prohibited 
.by the Navigation Canal Oflicer or Supervisor , and no lile , or open , or 
unprotected light lexcept in the case of steamers , the galley and engine 
rooi tires and the electric liglit ) shall be used on any vessel ivhile in a lock 
busin . 

19. No person shall wilfully or negligently allow a vessel to sink in 
the canals . 

20. In every case of a sunken vessel, whether due to negligence or 
otherwise , the Supervisor or Navigation Canal Oficer and his subordinates 
shall offer every assistance in reinoving the saine . 

If in three duys after the occurrence of a wreck it is seco that prompt 
measures are not being taken by the owiler to remove the sunken vessel 
from the line of navigation , the Supervisor or Navigation Canal Officer and 
his suborclinates shall make their own arrangements for the removal of the 
same at the expense of the owner, provided that , in cases whore navigation 
is seriously obstructed , arrangements may be made at once to remove the 
Wreck . 

21. Wheil à sunken vessel has been recovere.l , the Supervisor or 
Navigation Canal Officer shall Callsc noticos to be posted at the locks , toll 
officos or other prominent places calling on those concerned to pay to the 
Collector of Tolls all toll or demarrage which may be one , as well as thic 
expenses incurred in tho recovery of the vessel and cargo . Should the sum 
due be uot paid within fifteen duys of the date of notice , the vessel in its 
furniture , or so inuch of it as may be necessary for the recovery of the dues , 
will be sold under the procedure directed in section 9 of the Canals Act, 1864 .

22. The purchaser of a vessel sold under the provisions of section 9 
of the said Act shall have the right to take it out of the canal on the day of 
purchase , or within such time as muy be allowed by the Collector of Tolls, 
without payment of tolls . 

23. When any , laden vessel which has sank has b -en recovered , or 
when any laden vessel has been sei, ed under the provisions of the said Act 
or of these rules , the Supervisor or Navigation Canal Officer shall give imme 
djate notice of the recovery or seizure to the owner of the cargo or his agent, 
l equiring the removal of the cargo without delay and informing him that 
he will be required to pay all expenses necessary for the proper custody and 
storage of the cargo until removed . 

24. If the Supervisor or Navigation Canal Oficer be unable to ascertain 
the name and place of business or the abode of the owner of the clrgo of 
such Vossel, the uotice prescribed in rule 21 shall be effected by a notice 
exhibited in his office and by advertisement in at least one Eiglish and one 
vernacular Calcutta newspaper . 

25. No steain - vessel, whose length exceeds thirty feet, shall ply in the 

Hât channels except in the following : Diamond Harbour creek , Usti 
Nainan outfall. Nazra khal, Sangrampur khal up to Sangrampur bridge, 
and the Sarjipur outer khal up to the Surjipur bridge . 

26. Lights and Sijals. --All vessels , whether travelling or moored 
the Magra Hat channels , in ist, between sunset and sunrise, carry a white 
Lighuin a lantern on the forepart of the vessel wliere it can be distinctly seen 
from all sides. All steam - vessels in motion shall carry the lights prescribed 
by the Board of Trade Regulations. Barges or boats attached to a steam 
vessel, whether in motion or moored , shall carry the light prescribed above . 

27. Speed of vessels . Every vessel plying in the Magra Hât channels 
must, between sanset and » aurise , limit her speed to three miles per hour. 
No steain - vessels shall ply between sunset and suurise in channels (letailed! 
in rule 25 . 

28. No vessel shall remain in the outer entrance channels of the locks 
at Diamond Harbour and Uttarbhag nor in the inner lock channel and 
diversion channel of the Diamond Harbour lock and sluice , nor in the 
approach channels to ally slaice. A board will be put up limiting the 
portion of the channels in which boats are not permitted to moor . 

29. The places at which boats cannot be loaded or unloaded will be 
fixed by the Superintending Engineer , South -Western Circle , and will be 
demarcated with suitable posts and notice boards, 

30. For any contravention of rules 10 , 14 , 15 , 16 , 17 , 19 , 20 , 26 , 27 and 
28 , the person in charge of the vessel or other person in fault shall , on 
conviction before a Magistrate , be liable to a fine not exceeding Rs . 50 for 
any one infringement, or Rs. 5 a day for any continuing infringement. 

31. The channels may be closed , whenever necessary , for effecting the 
necessary repairs to them on one month s notice of the iutention so to close 
thein being given ; but, in the event of any sudden enorgency , the channels 
may be closed at any time without prior notice, and no claim in such cases 
by owners of vessels or others Inr compensation on account of detention or 
otherwise shall be entertained . 

32. The term “ Navigation Canal Officer," as used in these rules , shall 
include all persons appointed to collect tolls under section 8 of the Canals 
Act, 1864 , and all Public Works ofticers or subordinates in charge of the 
channel, not below the grade of Sub -Overseer . 

33. No vessel whose bearn exceeds 19 feet will be permitted to enter 
the channels through the Diamond Harbour lock . The same prohibition 
will apply in the case of the Uttarblag lock to all vessels exceeding 14 feet 
beam . 

34. Any vessel which enters the channels through the Diamond 
Harbour lock for the purpose of taking refuge during stormy weather will 
be charged a nominal toll of As. 8 per boat, provided the vessel leaves the 
channel again as soon as the weather conditions permit, and does not load 
or unload cargo inside the channel. All vessels seeking refuge under 
this rule must anchor in the creek close to the toll - collector s office and 
will not be permitted to proceed up the creek without paying the usual tolls . 

35. Auy vessel entering the channels through the Diamond Harbour 
lock and proceeding to load or uuload at the Diamond Harbour station 
only will be charged tollage at the rate of As. 2 per 100 maunds to 
include the return journey . Should such boats proceed up the creek , they 
will be charged the ordinary tolls .

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APPENDIX A. 


Rules for licensing and registration of saltees or vessels under class I. 

1. As provided for under rule 3, no vessel coming under class I, rule 2 , 
shall ply , whether regularly or only occasionally in , or partly within 
and partly without the limits of, the Magra Hât channels unless licensed 
and registered by the Collector of Tolls of the Magra Hât channels . 

2. Every owner of a vessel or his agent or manjhi shall apply to the 
Collector of Tolls , Magra Hât channels, for licensing and registration , giving 
the owner s name and residence or those of his agent duly authorised to 
act for him . 

3. Every , license granted under these rules shall continue in force 
for either six months or one year from the date of issue. 

4. The license is not transferable , and if the ownership or manjhi or 
both of the vessel be changed , notice of the transfer must be given to the 
Collector of Tolls of Magra Hât channels , who will endorse the change of 
ownership on the certificate and register free of charge . 

5. The license certificate granted for a vessel should contain the regis 
tered number of the vessel, owner s name and residence , name of manjhi, 
the maundage measurements, amount of compounded tollage and the dates 
of issue and expiry and shall be kept on board . It shall be produced , when 
required , by a Navigation Canal Officer and shall be delivered up on the 
expiration of the license . 

6. The charge for the issue of a duplicate license to vessels in lieu of 
those de faced or lost is Re . 1 . 

7. The registered number of every licensed vessel shall be engraved , or 
branded , as woll as painted in figures easily discernible on both sides of the 
vessel for which a charge of Re . 1 will be made. These figures shall be 
legibly maintained during the period of the license . 

8. On the expiration of the license the manjhi shall deliver up his 
ticket to the toll collector at the station from which it was issued . 

9. No person in charge of any licensed vessel plying within the limits 
of the Magra Hât channels shall use or have any ticket resembling those 
grantect under the authority of these rules . 

10. Every renewal of a license shall , unless the Navigation Canal 
Oflicer considers it unnecessary , involve the issue of it fresh license 
certificate without alteration in the registered number of the vessel . 

11. Every vessel under class I, found plying in the channels without 
being licensed and registered shall be charged a demarrage rate of Rs . 3 
for every such offence, provided that such vessel is not proceeding to the 
Dearest toll station for the purpose ofobtaining a license and being registered .

pleaders should be directed to refer to it for information . 
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3. It will be observed that Rale 18 , Chapter III, Court s General Rules 
and Circular Orders, Civil , Volume I, still holds good as regards orders 
requiring any specific action to be taken by the parties or their pleaders . 

+ . The enclosed Circular Order No. 4 of 1914 has been framed accord 
ingly and must in future be observed in all Civil Courts . The form of the 
list is left to the discretion of District Judges .

of India in the Home Department ( Public ), under date Calcutta , 
the 8th December 1899 . 


RESOLUTION , 


THE Secretary of State for India has brought to the notice of the Goveruz 
meut of India that it not infrequently happens that natives of India , students 
or others , who have proceeded to England , desire to obtain passports to 
enable them to travel to foreign countries in which the possession of a 
passport is necessary or desirable , and that difficulty often arises from want 
of evidence to show that the applicant is a British subject, and therefore 
entitled to a passport. Appeals for assistance are also frequently addressed 
to His Lordship by destitute Indians who desire to return to their country 
and by students who , owing to embarrassed circumstances, are unable to 
complete their course of education . 

2. In order to enable the Secretary of State to deal with such cases 
satisfactorily , the Governor -General in Council has decided that it is 
necessary to press upon Indian students and others visiting England the 
desirability of providing themselves, before their departure from India , with 
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an authoritative certificate of identity , in the form appended to this Resolu 
tion , signed by the head of the district ( in a Presidency town , the Commis 
sioner of Police) in the case of residents of British India and by the Political 
Officer in that of residents of Native States . For a studeut the certificate 
should be signed by the head of his last school or college and countersigned 
bos the District Officer ( in a Presidency town , the Commissioner of Police ) 
or Political Otficer, as the case may be .

7. Every person managing or employed on or in connection with the 
place of storage shall abstain froin any act whatever which tends to cause 
fire or explosion and which is not reasonably necessary, and shall prevent 
any other person from doing such act, 

8. No light other than electric lights and no fire shall be permitted at 
any time within 100 feet of any tank or storage shed . 

9. No repairs shall be carried out in any tank which contains or has 
contained dangerous petroleum , until the tank has been thoroughly cleared 
of all petroleum and of all gases and vapours derived from the same. 

10. The distance specified in conditions 4 , 5 and 6 may be reduced by 
the Local Government on the recommendation of the Chief Inspector of 
Explosives in cases where screen walls are provided , or other special 
precautions taken , or where there are special circumstances which , in the 
opinion of the Chief Inspector of Explosives , warrant the reduction .

- The 23rd May 1914 .-- The following communique 
regarding the opening of seven Chinese ports to foreign trade is published 
for general information .

No. 10 (3632 ), dated Peking, the 12th January 1914 . 
By virtue of a Presidential order. dated the 9th instant, the Chinese 
Government have spontaneously opened to foreign trade seven towns in 
North China . These new “ ports are Kueihuach eng , Kalgan , Dolonor , 
Chihfeng , Taonanſu , Hulutao and Lungkow , and the main result of their 

opening ” will be to develop international trade and interests in Inner 
Mongolia . 

2. Kueihuacl eng is in the extreme north of Shansi : it is a town of 
approximately 200.000 inhabitants and is an important market for skins, 
camel hair , ropes and cereals . Kalgan , in the north of Chihli, las a normal 
population of 430,000, and is the principal outlet from Inner Mongolia , 
Both places are connected by 14il with Peking . Dolonor, east of Kalgan , 
contains a mixed population of about 15,000 , but it is more in the nature of 
i military encampment than a commercial city . Ohihfeng is about 1001 
miles east of Doloror. Both the latter towus lie outside the great would 
Taonanft is an important point on the Mongolian frontier of Fengtien , and 
will shortly be connected by rail with the South Mancbarian Railway . 

3. Hulutao was artificially created , under a British Engineer , during 
the latter years of the Manoha rule with the object of forming an ice -freet 
port on the Gulf of Liaotung under purely Chinese control. It is already 
connected with the Poking -Mukdan Railway by a branch line from 
Lienshan . The question of improving the water approaches to Newcliwang 
by the conservancy of the Liao river is at present uuder consideration and 
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coinmerce ; 


if, as is to be hoped , the scheme materializes there may be better prospect 
of retaining for Newchwang and Hulutao the trade which is now to some 
extent being diverted to Dairen . 

4. Lungkow , in Shantung , is situated about 100 miles west of Chefoo 
and is already one of the principal centres of the junk - borne coolie traffic 
into Manchuria . Some of this trattic might possibly now find its way to 
Hulutao . 

5. Of the above seven towns , three only ale likely to have much 
interest for British 

nainely , Kueihuachéng, 

Kalgan and 
possibly Hulutao . Taonanfu might also become it distributing centre for 
trade with the Eastern section of Inner Mongolia . The advantages of 
Kueihuach eng and Kalgan are that British goods will , as is the case with 
the inland open marts of Manchuria , now reach those places on payment 
of a single import duty of 5 per cent. instead of the additional 24 per cent. 
levied on transit trade . 
The opening of both these places will enable foreigners to watch at close 
quarters the working of the transit pass trace and will facilitate the 
immense export business of Tientsin as well as develop foreign commercial 
intercourse with both Inner and Outer Mongolia .

Definitions..

2. ( 1) The Returning Officer referred to in clause ( it ) of rule 1 sball 
prepare a preliminary List of persons appearing to be qualified to vote , 
under the proviso to section 6 , at the first elections to the Council under 
clause ( d ), ( lause (e) and clause ( f ) of section 4 , and shall divide the said 
list into the two following parts , namely 

Part I .--Medical Practitioners practising in Calcutta . 
Part II.- Medical Practitioners practising outside Calcuttil . 


( 2 ) The said Returning Officer shall, by notification in the Calcutta 
Gazette and in such other manner as the Local Government may direct, 
publish the said list together with a notice specifying a date before which 
any objections to , or applications for inclusion in , the list will be received 
by him . 
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( 3 ) On or after the said date , the said Returning Officer shall consider 
all such objections and applications (if any ) in respect of the said list and 
Prepare therefrom a final election - roll containing the name and address of 
each elector and consisting of two parts as referred to in sub -rule (1) . 

( 4 ) The said Returning Officer shall, by notification in the Calcutta 
Gazette and in such other manner as the Local Government may direct , 
publish the said election -rol) which shall , on such publication , be (leemed 
to be final and conclusive . 

( 5 ) Printed copies of the preliminary list published under sub- lule ( 2 ), 
and of the final election - roll " published under sub - rale (4 ), may be obtained 
from the said Returning Officer by any person applying for the same. 


Nomination of candidates. 
3. ( 1) Any person whose name is included in the election - roll and who 
is qualified for election to the Council under section 6 may be nominated as 
a candidate for election under clause (u ), clause ( e or clause ( f ) of section 
4, and any person so qualified who is also a member of the Faculty of 
Medicine may be so noininated for election under clatlse (c ) of the same 
section . 

(2 ) Sach nomination shall be made by means of a nomination paper in 
Form I annexed to these rules, which shall be supplied by the Retärning 
Officer concerned to any elector who may apply for the same. 

(3) Each nomination paper shall be subscribed by two clectors as 
proposer and seconder : 

Provided that no colector shall subscribe more than 
(a ) one nomination paper in the case of an election under clause ( c) or 

clause ( t) of section 4 , or 
(b ) three nomination papers in the case of an election andei clause (e ) 

of section 4 , or 
(C ) two nomination papers in the case of an election under clause if) 

of section : 
Proviiled also that it more nomination papers than are allowed by this 
rule be subscribed by the same elector, the prescribed number of such 
nomination papers first received by the Returning Officer shall, iſ otherwise 
in order, be held to be valid , and if the Returning Officer is unable to 
determine which of such nomination papers was first received by him , all of 
such nomination papel s 

shall be held to be invalid . 
(1 ) On receipt of each nomination paper the Returning Officer shall 
forth with endorse thereon the date and hour of l eceipt . 

4. Nomination papers which are not received by the Returning Officer 
before the date appoinled under these rules for the scritiny of such papers 
shall be rejecteil. 

3. ( 1) Any duly nominated candidate may withdraw_his candidature 
by sending to the Returning Officer a written and signed withdrawal not 
less than fourteen clear clays before the date appointed uncler these rules for 
the recording of votes, and it shall not be permissible to him unose 
quently to cancel such withdrawal. 
(2) Ou receiving notice of such withdrav 

wal, the Returning Officer shall 
publish the fact of the withdrawal in such manner as the Local Government 
mar direct . 

Sarytiny safinomination papers. 
6. (1) On the date and at the time and place appointed by tlie Local 
Government for the scrutiny of nomination papers , every candidate and his 
proposer and seconder may attend and the Returning Officer shall allow 
them to examine the nomination papers of all candidates which have been 
received by luim as aforeşaid . 

(2) The Returning Officer shall examine the nomination papers and may, 
either of his own motion or on objection made, decide all questions which 
muy arise as to the validity of any nomination , and his decision on this 
question shall, subject to the provisions of rules 15 and 16 , be final. 
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l oting . 
7. ( 1) If, in the case of an election initer any linse of section , the 
number of duly nominated candidates who stand for election does not 
exceed the number of members to be elected under that clause , the Returning 
Officer shall forthwith declare such candidate o ! Caudidates to be clected . 

(2 ) If the number of such candidates excueds the number of inembers to 
be so elected the Returning Officer shall 
( a ) cause the names and addresses of the candidates to be entered in 

voting papers in Forin II annexed to these rules , and 
(6 ) thereupon submit the said names and addresses to the Local 

Government, who shall publish the same in such manner as 
they may think fit. 


( 3 ) On or before such date as may be appointed by the Local Govern 
ment in this behalf , the Returning Oficer shall send by registered post to 
each elector one such voting paper sigued by the Returning Officer : 

Provided that , 
(a ) such a voting paper shall also be supplied to any elector on his 

applying to the Returning Officer for the same at any time 
before the date appointed under these rules for the counting of 

votes , and 
( 6 ) no election shall be invalidated by reason of the non -receipt by an 

elector of his voting paper . 
8. Before the date appointed by the Local Government in this behalf , 
every elector desirous of recording his vote shall send his voting paper by 
registered post to the Returning Oficer after recorling his vote thereon in 
the inanner prescribed therein : 

Provided that voting papers which are not received by the Returning 
Officer before the date appointed under these rules for the counting of votes 
shall be rejected . 


Counting of votes and declaration and publication of result of election . 


9. ( 1) On receiving the voting papers, the Returning Officer shall 
endorse thereon the date and hour of receipt and examine them to see 
whether they have been correctly filled up ; and shall divide the said voting 
papers into two sets corresponding to the two parts of the election - roll 
prescribed by rule 2 , sub - rule (3 ) . 

(2 ) The Returning Officer shall endorse " rejected ” on any voting paper 
which he may reject under the proviso to rule 8 or on the ground that it 
does not comply with the instructions on the voting paper . 

(3 ) After satisfying himself that each elector •has affixed his signature 
and place of residence to the counterfoil of his voting paper, the Returning 
Officer shall tear off the said counterfoil and place it in safe custody pending 
disposal under rule 12 . 

10. ( 1) The Returning Officer shall attend for the purpose of counting 
the votes on such date and at such time and place as may be appointed by 
the Local Government in this behalf. 

(2 ) Every candidate may be present in persou or may send a representa 
tive, duly authorised by him in writing , to watch the process of counting . 

( 3 ) The Returning Officer shall show the voting papers , but not the 
counterfoils , to the candidates or their representatives . 

( 4 ) If any objection is made to any voting paper on the ground that it 
is invalid under these rules , or to the rejection by the Returning Officer 
of a voting paper, such objection shall be decided at once by the Returning 
Officer, whose decision shall , subject to the provisions of rules 15 and 16 , be 
final. 
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11. ( 1) When the counting of the votes has been completed , the 
Returning Officer shall, subject to the provisions of section 4, forth with 
declare the candidate or candidates , as the case may be , to whom the largest 
number of votes have been given to be elected . 

( 2) When an equality of votes is found to exist between any candidates 
and the addition of a vote will entitle any of the said candidates to be 
declared elected , the determination of the person to whom such one 
additional vote shall be deemed to have been given shall be made by lot to 
be drawn in the presence of the Returning Officer and in such manner as he 
may determine . 

12. Upon the completion of the counting and after the result has been 
declared by him , the Returning Officer sball seal up the voting papers and 
all other documents relating to the election and shall retain the same for a 
period of six months, and thereafter cause them to be destroyed . 

13. The Returning Officer shall publish the names of the elected 
candidates in the Calcutta Gazette . 


Appointment of dates, times and places by Local Government. 


11. The Local Government shall appoint and shall notify in the 
Calcutta Gazette and in such other manner as they may think fit such date , 
and , if necessary . such time and place as may be deemed suitable for each of 
the following proceedings , namely : 

( a ) the scrutiny of nomination papers under rule 6 ; 
(b) the sending of voting papers under rule 7 ; 
(c) the last day for receiving voting papers under rule 8 ; and 
(d ) the day for the counting of the votes under rule 10 . 


Finality of decisions of the Local Government. 


15. The Local Government may , of their own motion or on objection 
made , declare any election to the Council to be void on account of corrupt 
practice or any other suficient cause , and may call on the electorate to 
make a fresh election within a specified date ; and any decision of the Local 
Government under this rule shall be final. 

16. The decision of the Local Government on any question that may 
arise as to intention , construction or application of these rules shall be 
final,

RULES REGARDING MOTOR VEHICLES IN CALOITTA ( INCLUDINU 

SUB RBS) AND HOWNIH , 

PART. 1.- Preliminary . 
1. In these rules 
Definitions 
(1) " motor-car " includes all self-propelled vehicles other than motor 

cycles, road rollers and vehicles which run ou rails ; 
(2 ) " heavy motor-car " means a motor- cur exceeding two tons in 

weight when unladen ; 
(3) " light motor -car " means a motor-car not exceeding two tons in 

weight when unladen ; 
(4 ) " motor-cycle " means a self -propelled vehicle running on not 

more than three wheels , and weighing not more than three 

huulied weights ;

(3 ) The Commissioner of Police may , by notification or otherwise , 
prohibit the use of certain public places 

(i ) by heavy motor -cars on the grounds of - 

(u ) public safety or convenience : and 
( b ) the suitability or otherwise of such roads to heavy motor- car 

traffic ; as well as 
( ii ) by heavy motor- vehicles with resilient tyres plying for passenger 

trattic . 
9. The owner of every trailer shall cause to be printed or otherwise 

plainly marked on a conspicuous part of the right 
Making of trailer, 

or off side of the trailer, in letters and figures not 
less than one inch in height, and of such shape and colour as to be clearly 
legible and clearly distinguishable from tho colour of the ground whereon 
the said marking is made. 

( a ) the weigbt of the trailer when unladen , and 
(b ) the axle -weight of each axle of the trailer, if the weight of the 

trailer when unladen exceeds one ton ; 
and shall cause the said marking to be from time to time repaireil or renewed , 
as often as may be necessary to keep the said letters and figures clearly 
legible and clearly distinguishable .

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PART IV . - Motor- cabs . 


1. For the purpose of these rules a motor -cab means a light motor -car 
as defined in Part I used for the purpose of standing or plying for hire in 
any street or public place . 

2. All taxi-Cabs plying for hire on the streets shall be registered 
annually and hold a subsisting certificate 

3. On the registration of a motor-car as a motor -cab , a certificate of 
registration shall be granted by the Commissioner of Police in the form 
given in Schedule II to these rules . 

4. Notwithstanding auything to the coutrary in sub -clause ( 3 ) of rule 1 
in Part II of these rules the fee payable for the first registration of a motor 
car intended for use as a motor- cab shall be Rs. 16 and that for every re 
registration of such a car shall be Rs. 8 . 

5. A license to drive a motor -cab shall be in the form given in Schedule 
III to these rules, and the rules therein contained shall be read as a part of 
these rules . 

6. An applicant for a driver s license under these rules shall, before 
receiving such license , satisfy the Commissioner of Police that he is 
acquainted with the principal places anil streets in and around Calcutta aud 
Howrah , that he has a thorough knowledge of the prescribec rates for lire, 
and that he is in all respects a fit person to be the driver of a motor- cab . 

7. The license of a driver may be cancelled or suspeuded or otherwise 
dealt with by the Local Government for any breach of these rules . 

8. No motor-car sball be used as a motor- cab , unless fitted with a 
taxi- .neter or approved mechanical device for automatically and visibly 
registering on eaclı occasion the fare to be charged according to the rates 
for distance or time or a combination of distance and time. Every taxi 
meter when in use shall be locked and sealed , so that it may not be tampered 
with . 

Every taxi-meter siall be fitted with an indicator or handle in the form 
of a flag on which shall be printeil the words “ for hire." The taxi-meter 
shall be no constructed that when the indicator is vertical the taxi-meter 
shall be out of action . Such indicator shall be so placed as to be clearly 
visible to any person outside of and in front of the vehicle , and to the hirer 
when inside 

The vertical position indicates that the vehicle is available for bire , and 
no driver shall without reasonable excise refuse to accept a fare when the 
indicator is in the vertical position . 

Any owner, driver , attendant or other person who shall break or tamper 
in any way with the seal placed on the taxi-meter, or who shall , with intent 
to deceive, tamper with the taxi-meter or the driving mechanism thereof, 
shall be deemed to have committed a breach of this rule . 

8a . Every taxi-meter referred to in rule 8 shall, after it is affixed to a 
motor -cab , whether for the first time or after repair or other readjustment, be 
submitted to the Commissioner of Police . or to such officer as be may 
empower in this behalf for the purpose of being examined as to correctness 
of fittings, and being given a practical road -test over a measured distance of 
one mile and a time- test of not less than half- an -hour. If found to be 
correct, the taxi-meter and its fittings shall theu be sealed to the motor -cab 
in such a manner that it cannot be removed or tampered with without the 
seals being broken or removed . 

86. Every taxi-meter shall , at the end of each poriod of six months (the 
first of such periods commencing from the date of the test referred to in the 
last preceding rule ), be submitted to similar test : 

Provided that every taxi-meter shall , at any time, if so required by the 
Commissioner of Police , be submitted to him or to such officer as be may 
empower in this behalf, for the purpose of undergoing such test or any 
portion thereof. 

80. The owner of every motor -cab shall cause to be kept in the cab , for 
the inspection of the Public, a register in which the testing officer referred to 
in rule (8a ) shall, after each of the tests contemplated in the preceding 
rules , enter the date and result of such test. 

8d . Every motor- cab shall be provided with a light so placed as to 
illuminate the taxi-meter at night. 
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9. In every motor- cab there shall be available for the inspection of 
customers a list of rates, and the fare charged for the hire of the motor shall 
not exceel the maximum fare calculated according to the scale of the rates 
set forth in the list as inay be applicable . 

10. The driver of every motor -cab shall, as soon as he is hired and 
sooner, set the taxi-meter in motion , and upon the termination of the hiri 
shall immediately stop the same. If he neglects or fails to do so , he shall be 
deemed to have committeil a breach of this rule . But if a motor - cab 
is called froin à garage or a stand to take up a passenger at any 
place less than 500 yards from the garage or stand , the taxi-meter shall not 
be set in motion until the motor -cab shall arrive at such place and be ready 
to take up the passenger : 

Provided that in the event of a motor - cab whilst hired being unable to 
proceed from any mechanical derangement or tyre failure, either tempo 
rarily or otherwise, the driver shall at once stop the mechanism of the taxi 
meter as against the hirer, and shall not re-start the same until such time as 
the defect is remedied . 

11. Å driver of a motor- cab shall, in the absence of reasonable cause to 
the contrary , proceed to the destination named by the hirer and by the 
shortest and quickest route . 

12. The brakes shall , as far as possible , be so affixed as to be capable of 
easy adjustment. At least one brake shall be so inade as to be applied by 
the foot of the driver , and at least one shall act directly upon the road 
wheels . 

13. All brake anl steering connections secured with bolts shall have 
such bolts secured with nuts, the same to be locked or pinned . 

13a . Every motor-cab shall be capable of being readily steered , and 
able to turn on each lock and to proceed in a contrary direction within a 
roadway not more than 30 feet wide from kerb to kerb : 

Provided that the Commissioner of Police may , in his discretion , grant 
a certificate of registration as a motor - cab to a motor-car intended for uso 
as a motor- cah , if such car is capable of turning within a reasonable space 
over and above the 30 feet above prescribed . 

14. Every precaution shall be taken by the owner to see that all parts 
of the mechanism of the car are periodically inspected and kept in proper 
working order , and a register shall be kept of such inspections in a con 
venient form giving the particulars shown in Schedule IV to these rules . 
This register shall be open at any reasonable time to the inspection of the 
Commissioner of Police or any person duly authorized by him in that behalf. 
Any failure to maintain this register or to produce it when called for by 
lawful authority shall be deemed to be a breach of this rule . 

14a . In every motor - cah the machinery shall be so constructed that no 
undue noise or vibration is caused , and shilll be maintained in such condi 
tion at all times . 

146. In any motor-cab carburettors must not be placed in close proxi 
mity to magnetos or to connection of wiies carrying an electric current, 
unless such magnetos and wire connections are respectively screened off 
or encased in a suitable manner . 

140. A second tap shall be provided between the tank and the carburet 
tor , and shall be so constructed that it can be shut off or turned from the 
exterior of he car , and further, that each taxi-cab shall carry some particular 
form of efficient fire -extinguisher . 

15. No oil shall be allowed to drop upon the roadway, and where a 
tray or indershield is fixed below the mechanism of the car for the 
purpose of preventing this or for any other purpose, such tray or under 
shield shall be so placed or constructed that no petrol from the tank , supply 
pipe or carburettor can collect therein . 

16. Tanks for petrol must be so placed that any overflow shall not fall 
on to nor soak into cushions , upholstery or floor mats in or about the body , 
and the filling nozzle shall he brought to and permanently fixed to some 
point outside the body . No petrol shall be poured into the tank whilst 
the engine is running or whilst any lamp is burning in or on any portion 
of the car, 
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16a . Effective mean shall be provided in every motor -cab for preventing 
the heat of the motor or of the exhaust pipe connections from injuriously 
affecting otber parts of the cab or interfering with the comfort of passengers. 
All wires carrying an electric current must be properly insulated and pro 
tected from injury , and su placed that they cannot be it source of danger . 

166. In any motor- cab the outlet froin the silencer shall not be so placed 
as to project the exhaust d rectly on to the road , or so place or directed ils 
to alarm horses that may be immediately behind the cab . 

17. Every motor -cab shall have at least one drivin , wheel fitted with 
an approved means of preventing or limitiug side slip , and shall carry at 
least one spare inflated tyr : and rim or other approved device which can , if 
necessary , be quickly fitted to any wheel. 

18. Every motor -cab shall be provided with a means of communication 
between passenger and driver . 

18a . Every motor -cab shall be provided with adequate means for the 
converance of a reasonable quantity of luggage , and with a sufficient number 
of chains, straps or other means of securing such luggage . No luggage 
shall be carried on the roof of the cub , unless there has been affixed thereto 
a guaril rail of a type approvel by the Cominissioner of Police or by such 
officer as he may empower in this behalf . 

19. Where acetylene or other gas is used to light the carriage , the 
cylinders or vessals which contain the gas or in which it is generated must 
be fixed outside in such a position as to ininimize the danger of accidental 


ignition . 


19a . Vo celluloid or zylonite fittings shall be placed inside or outside 
any motor- cab : 

Provider that this rule shall not apply to the inside of the accumulators 
contained in such cab . 

20. No printed or written inatter other than the sanctioned rates for 
hire or these rules shall appear on the outside of a inotas -cab or be carried 
by way of allvertisement. Small advertisements of a pattern to be approved 
by the Commissiouer of Police may, however, be exhibited within the cab . 

200. The cushions of the seats in every motor - cab shall be covered and 
stuffed with suitable material to be approved by the Commissioner of Police 
or by such officer as he may empower in this behalf. 

21. The doors , windows, seats , roof, springs, wheels , cushions , linings, 
panels , etc., and all furniture and appointmeut of a motor -cab, shall be in 
proper order and repair the paint and varnish in good condition and the 
inside perfectly clean . The floor shall be covered with a mat of rubber, coir 
or other suitable material. 

22. The Commissioner of Police may prohibit the use of a motor-cab 
which is in his opinion anfit to ply for Lire until such time as the defects 
are remedied to his satisfaction . 

23. The currying capacities of all motor cabs shall be fixed by the 
licensing officer. 

24. The driver of a taxi-cab immediately after any hiring shall care 
fully search for any property accidentally left in it, and take the same 
within 24 hours, if not sooner claimell by the owner , to the nearest Police 
station . 

25. The drivers at stands shall observe the following rules --- 

( 1) The drivers of the first two taxi- cabs on the stand must be with their 
cabs and ready to be hired at once by any person : Provided that a hirer 
wishing to hire any particular car on the stand may do so . 

(2 ) All taxi-cabs on the stand must move up as vacancies occur. 

(3 ) No taxi-cab engaged for some future time shall remain on the stand 
ing unless willing to accept any interneciate hiring that may be offered . 

(4 ) No disablerl taxi-cab shall remain on the standing unless such dis 
ablement is strictly temporary , and can be and is remedied at once . If the 
disablement is not of such a nature , a notice ( in a form to be approved by the 
Commissioner) will be at once placed on the cab , to the effect that it can 
not be nised , and will be removed for repair , Provided that no hired cab 
shall be suffered to stand across any street or thoroughfare or opposite the 
entrance of any street or carriage way or upon the place where foot 
passengers usually cross the carriage way. 
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26. No driver shall 

( a ) Be drunk during his employment 
(6 ) Make use of insulting of abusive language or gesture. 
(c) Stand (elsewhere than at some stand or other place appointed for 

the purpose) or loiter for the purpose of being hired , in or upon 

any public street or road or place . 
(d ) Refuse to give way (when he reasonably and conveniently may 
do so ) to any 

other vehicle . 
(e) Wilfully obstruct or hinder the driver of any other taxi-cab in 

taking up or setting down any person into or from such other 

taxi- cab . 
( f ) Wrongfully prevent, or intend to prevent, the driver of any 

other taxi- cab from being hired . 
(g ) Demand more than the proper fare to which he is legally entitled . 
(1 ) Before he has been discharged by the hirer, desert from the 

biring . 
(i ) Ply for hire with any taxi-cab which shall be at the time unfit 

for public use . 
(9 ) Shout in order to attract the attention of the public or of a 

possible hirer, or for any other reason , act in such a way as to 

cause inconvenience or annoyance to the public . 
27. The drivers of motor- cabs shall wear a prescribed uniforin . 
28. No person shall wilfully deface or injure any taxi- cab . 

29a . A single tariff, as follows, shall be charged throughout the day 
and night within five mile radius . Eight annas a mile for the first mile and 
two annas for every subsequent quarter of a mile . 

In connection with journeys outside the five mile radius, tariff 1 shall 
be charged when the motor- cab is occupied , and the return journey up to 
the nearest limit of 5 miles shall be charged at the rate of 4 annas a mile , 
provided the return journey is made by the motor - car unoccupied . 

(6 ) If the motor- car is licensed for more than two persons, and at any 
time during the hiring more than two persons are carried together the 
driver shall be entitled to an extra payment of six annas for every person 
above two so carried , provided that one child , or there be more than one 
two children under the age of 10 years shall count as one person . 

(c ) The driver shall be entitled to a waiting charge at the rate of Rs. 1-14 
per hour or two annas for each four minutes , at all times during the day or 
night , 

30. No hirer shall refuse or omit to pay the legal fare for the hire of a 
taxi-cab ; nor shall he refuse to supply his correct name and address to the 
driver in case of dispute in connection with the legal fare. 


PART V.- Motor Omnibuses . 


OL 


1. For the purpose of these rules a motor omnibus 

“ motor stage 
carriage means a self-propelled vehicle , not being a motor cab , plying for 
hire, having seating accommodation for eight or more passengers. 

2. All motor obnibuses plying for hire on a public place shall be regis 
tered annually and hold a subscribing license . 

3. Notwithstanding anything to the contrary in sub - clause ( 3 ) of rule 1 
in Part IT of these rules , the fee payable for the first registration of a motor 
car intended for use as a motor omnibus shall be Rs. 16 and that for every 
re- registration of such a car shall be Rs . 8 . 

4. The conductor of a motor omnibus or stage carriage , immediately 
after the completion of a journey , sball carefully search for any property 
accidentally left in it, and take the same within 24 hours if not soouer 
claimed by the owner , to the nearest police station . 

5. The conductors and drivers of motor omnibuses or stage carriages 
shall wear a prescribed uniform and a badge . 

6. No passenger shall refuse or omit to pay the legal fare for the 
journey in a motor omnibus , 
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7. All carrages must be presenter for inspection in a thoroughly goueul 
condition , and no carriage will be certified fit for publice use unless it is 
properly painter and varnished ; but propșietors inay, if they no desire , 
apply for a preliminary inspection of the chassis . 

The following conditions must also be strictly complieci with : 

Each new type of motor vehicle intended for licensing must be 
presented at auch place as the Commissioner may appoint for inspection . 
The proprietor must at the time of inspection procluce the certificate 
from the maker stating that the materials of which all the parts of the 
vehicle are constructed are good , that the machinery is safe , and that the 
vehicle is in every way fit for use as a public Carriage . 

8. If , after inspection , the vehicle is approved , such approval may 
extend to all vehicles of that description , and others of the same type 
need not be again presented except as hereinafter provided , but taken to 
such place as the Commissioner may appoint to be registered and passed , 
providiect a certificate from the maker is submitted with each vehicle 
presented for licensing purposes , stating that it is in every respect similar 
to that already approved and respecting which a certificate has been 
furnished . 

It inust be clearly understood that, if after the type bas been passed , 
defects develop , which in the opinion of the Commissioner render it 
unsuitable as a type for public service , the Commissioner reserves the right 
to withdraw such approval entirely or until the defects have been remedied 
to his satisfaction . 

9. A certificate from the proprietor, stating that there has been no 
alteration in the design of the machinery since the previous inspection 
and date covered by the makers certificate , must be presented with each 
omnibus submitted for renewal of license . Should any alteration be made, 
full particulars of such must be stated and the same course may be required 
as for a first inspection . 

10. Should it be deemed necessary , an expert will be employed to 
advise on the subject. The fee for the expert examination must be deposited 
by the proprietor with the Commissioner, which fee will be returned should 
the vehicle be passed without alteration being required . 

11. When making application for the carriage to he inspected the 
proprietor must specify the route or routes upon which he intends the 
vebicles to ply , and these routes may not be departed from except after due 
notice has been given to the Commissioner, and sanction received . 


NUTE Nothing in this regulation shall be taken to prohibit a proprietor changing the route as often as he chooses, 
provided the carriage has been pieviously certifier to be fit for such route

19. The steering arms, and other connections thereof, must be of ample 
strength , and as far as possible protected from damage by collision . 

20. The ball and socket joints of stoering connections. when such are 
tised , suould not be penda : t bat the longitudinal or transverse rods must be 
carried upon 

the ball . 
21. All brake anl steering connections secured with bolts or pins must 
have such bolts threaded and fitted with nuts , which latter must be locked or 
pinned . The whole of the brake and steering parts must be maintained in 
perfect order anl will be subject to inspection at any time. 

22. All parts connected by bolts, or stuls and nuts , subject to severe 
vibration , must be fastened by lock nuts, or by nuts and approved spring or 
lock nat washers , to prevent their working loose and causing noise , and any 
carriage with lamp brackets or other fittings loose, and likely to cause 
unnecessary noise , will be regarded as unfit for public service . 
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2. The machinery must be so constructed that no huc noise or 
vibration arise from its use . 

The maintenance of the carriage in a satisfactory condi : ion in this 
respect will be strictly enforced . 

21. Every vehicle must be submitted at il time and plitke itp pointed , to 
be specially tested , in l espect of noise and vibrations. 

27. All ouibuses inust be so recrec tuilt their liglest speed shall not 
be in excess of the maximum laiil down , l iz .. 12 miles wil hour. 

26. When it vehicle is submitted for inspection the gear mtios nust be 
supplied and this ratio iuust both be altreil without the authority of the 
Commissioner . The revolution of the engine when running at the speed 
which will give 12 iniles an hour with the stated highest speed gear must 
also be suppliecl. 

27. The lubrication of the engine and the carburation of the working 
inixtille innst be so controlled that smoke shall not be emitted with the 
exhaust , or from any other part .
